OHIO AND OTHER STATES. 


Pursuant to the call of the Honorable President, the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States met in 
its thirty-fifth convention, the third time as a delegate body, in 
Trinity congregation, Rev. C. H. Rohe pastor, at Columbus, 
O., Aug. 30th, 1900, at 9 A. M. The Honorable President, C. 
H. L. Schuette, D. D., preached the synodical sermon on Rom. 
14, 17 and 18, after which the Synod was formally opened by 
him. The roll-call showed 67 delegates—4o clerical and 20 lay- 


delegates and 7 teachers—29 advisory members, 86 guests pres- 


ent—a total of 182. The voting members are distributed among 


the different Districts as follows:

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


I. PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


“Giving thanks always for all things unto God and the Father 
in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ; submitting yourselves 
one to another in the fear of God.” Eph, 5, 20-21; 1 Pet. 
5, 5. 


Give thanks, dear Brethren, give thanks “for the grace of God which 
is given you by Jesus Christ: that in everything ye are enriched by Him, 
in all utterance, and in all knowledge; even as the testimony of Christ 
was confirmed in you; so that ye come behind in no gift; waiting for the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ; who shall also confirm you unto the 
end, that ye may be blameless in the day of our Lord Jesus Christ. God 
is faithful, by whom ye were called unto the fellowship of His Son, 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” 1 Cor. 1, 49. 

The way of our God is in His sanctuary, all glorious, and marvel- 
ously good to all His people, to them that inquire of Him and hear His 
voice. Give thanks unto Him, for, whether men will see and say it or 
not, as with our dear old Lutheran Zion, He hath not dealt so with an- 
other. Kindly watching over us, and never weary, though we have wor- 
ried Him in a thousand ways, He has kept afar from us the destroyer who 
under color and cover of “exact science, honest doubt, free research, 
new revelation, needful reform, reconstruction,” and who knows what 
not besides, is at this day troubling all Israel, and would sweep from 
the hearts of men their dearest possession, even their faith in the saving 
Word. The sure prophetic word of our Lord is to men the one thing 
needful, the sum-total of all good. Blessed are we, and blessed our 
people, that to us the Scriptures of the Old and New Testament are 
still the Word of God, and that in this is opened up unto us the full 
treasure of heavenly gifts and graces the Lord has purchased with His 
blood. 

And now, Brethren, in view of this gospel fulness which is ours to 
possess and ours to minister in, and from which we all may draw each 
one to his heart’s need and pleasure, what a happy, joyous and jubilant 
people we might be, be always, especially in days of reunion and fellow- 
ship such as these are, and would be, too, were it not for our short 
comings and sins and for the cares consequent thereto! 

Alas! had we not been found wayward and remiss when the Master 
has been so faithful and kind, and when He would have led us so wisely 
and well, our cup to-day might have been one of all joy and running 


over. That all is not good cheer is due in one way or another to our 


own ill- behavior. With all God's bounty before us we cannot—nor should 


we—close our eyes to the evils and needs that distress us as a Synod and

that harrass and hamper us in the work we would do. For this we have 
ourselves to blame; and sensible thereof I venture the remark that not 
one of us has come to this meeting with his mind wholly at ease, be 
it that he is troubled in conscience on account of past neglects or anxious 
in spirit in thought of our future. Do I read your hearts aright—and 1 
trust that I do—then, Brethren, let us above all things beseech our 
Father in heaven to grant us a plentiful measure of His Spirit, first 


‘unto repentance and betterment of life, and then also unto a wise and 


faithful discharge of the work before us. So doing, we shall be enabled 
to return to our homes with hearts lighter and with hopes brighter than 
any we may have come hither with. 


* * * * * * 


“Submitting yourselves one to another in the fear of God.” With 
these words the apostle reminds us of a virtue no body of men, that 
would work together with any degree of success, can dispense with. 
As the saying is, “Many men have many minds,” and if in addition to 
this men make up their minds to yield in nothing and insist that, unless 
they can have each one his own way or they will not budge nor lift a 
finger to advance the business they are party to, then as a matter of 
course all fellowship must come to an end and co-operation cease. And 
under such circumstances, if the men be Christians and the cause in 
hand is Christ’s, as is the case with us, then how great the injury and 
loss to the kingdom and how dread the account to be rendered! 

Now we, Brethren, as touching Christian doctrine and life, are 
of one heart and of one mind. This is wholly the Lord's doing; let 
us thank Him for so favoring us. Yes, thank Him all the more because 
in this unity a safeguard is given against any evil that might come to 
us from differences of opinion on subjects other than the things of God. 

When confronted by questions affecting, say, the church’s polity, 
institutions, ways and means, and other such things as belong under the 
jurisdiction of reason and within the sphere of Christian liberty, then 
human frailty asserts itself and we may find our views to run apart and 
counter to each other not a whit less than is the case among men gen- 
erally. Considered as actions merely of the intellect there is no wrong 
in this; and neither transgression nor harm will ensue if despite such 
variance in our thoughts we preserve intact the unity of mind according 
to Christ Jesus. /f, ah treacherous joint or juncture! for, mark you 
well, among us poor mortals the passage from a clash of intellects to war 
between souls is short. Be our disagreements never so trivial and about 
things never so small, once they have set in and utterance is given them, 
sin knocks for entrance, and in company with sin, injury and distress. 
Our only safety lies in the love God shed abroad in the heart; where 
this abounds, neither sin nor evil can enter. In all those things, too, 
that are not comprehended in divine commandment, love constrains us, 
if need be, to defer to the judgment of others, to acquiesce in their will, 
yield to their wishes, and thus to submit ourselves one to another in the 
fear of God. Love seeks not her own, works no ill to others; and never 
will it suffer us for an opinion purely human, even when correct and 
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wise, to harm a single soul or in any way to hinder the coming to men 
of God’s kingdom. Increase our love, good Lord, our love to Thee, -to 
one another, and to all men! 


“Yea, all of you, be subject one to another, and be clothed with 
humility ;—be perfectly joined together in the same mind and in the 
same judgment;—and in love serve one another. But if ye bite and 
devour one another, take heed that ye be not consumed one of another.” 
Holy God speaks to us in these words of timely admonition: and we do 
well to heed them and by an humble obedience thereto mend our ways. 
Mend our ways, I make bold to say; for in matters auxiliary to the 
building up of God's kingdom there is lack of a thoroughly united and 
harmonious action among us; and by such disorder and insubmission 
offence is given, even the strong are put out of heart, and our work is 
made to flag. 

Many of the old and deep-seated evils that we complain of in Synod— 
and in our congregations, too—are attributable to nothing so much as to 


‘a want of unanimity on the part of members. The same is true of the 


many efforts put forth to improve the situation, to increase our efficiency 
and to.extend our usefulness: we fail to accomplish our most laudable 
objects simply because we are left in the lurch by brethren on whose 
co-operation we had counted and had a right to count. No matter how 
imperative or important the enterprise, there are always some that de- 
fault when the work is well in hand—and among them such as were 
most lusty and loud in counselling the undertaking. 

What may be the real motive lying back of such behavior or rather 
misbehavior, and why it is that, Christian men as we are, resolutions 
unanimously passed are so rare and their execution with forces un- 
broken seems impossible among us—whether it be self-conceit, wilful- 
ness, a confusion of license and liberty, envy, pride or honor aggrieved, 
some old grudge or new whim, a lack of good sense, levity, indifference, 
indolence ; or even that to some “godliness is a way of gain,” the church 
a field worth exploiting, and her officers the functionaries of a free 
emploment bureau; in short, of what nature the defect, whether of 
head or heart, that underlies the grievance—it is not for us to know 
and pass sentence on. This is the Lord’s prerogative; He can search 
the hearts, reveal their secrets, and He will judge them and give to 
every man according as he has done in this life’s body. “King of Majesty 
tremendous, Who dost free salvation send us, Fount of Pity, then 
befriend us!” 

It is cheap comfort to offenders of this sort if they think that whereas 
a Synod is not divinely instituted, its rules and regulations express but 
the will of men, and the means it avails itself of, as in question here, are 
the perishable things of earth, therefore everybody is at liberty to do 
pretty much as he pleases—fall or not fall in line, it matters not which. 
Such talk betrays a short-sightedness bordering on hebetude; for unless 
the divinely appointed relation of the things of earth to the things of 
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heaven is purposely ignored, it shows that the value the transient may 
have for the eternal is simply not seen. 

True, the Lord’s kingdom is not of this world: in its essence. its 
nature, and in all its powers and treasures proper, it is a purely spiritual, 
heavenly and eternal kingdom, and in so far all things perishable or 
transient are foreign to it, without power and of no worth. Not so, 
however, when that kingdom is considered as in the world and build- 
ing itself up in it, or when we speak of the work and the workmen it 
employs: then the things the earth produces and men devise are indis— 
pensable to it; and it is the plain will of God, expressed in creation and 
Scripture, that all things earthly and human shall serve and subserve 
His eternal kingdom. This done, every creature from the greatest down 
to the least becomes of high value and is truly consecrate. 

From this point of view our own Synod, too, as a body organic 
with all its members, joints, powers, institutions,, orders, resolves, 
workings and working means, is as necessary to us for the extension 
of the Lord's kingdom as is the scaffolding to the erection” of a build- 
ing. Plainly. then, he who wills the latter must want the former. When 
the building is completed th@Qscaffolding is broken down and cleared 
away; that is to say, when the glorious temple of our great Highpriest 
shall have been finished, then shall the framework of all things earthly, 
human and transient be done away with; but as long as that blessed and 
festive hour is not come, we shall have need of them, and, using them 
as the Master directs, consider them holy. 


* * * * * * 


And an earnest and careful builder will look well to his machinery 
and well to the structure that is to carry and support him whilst at 
work.—Doctrinal differences excepted, there is nothing which so ruin— 
ously affects a well- regulated and prosperous church-life as does an 
autocratic, arbitrary, disorderly, indifferent and disloyal conduct on 
the part of members; and how very painful to see the Lord’s work thus 
wantonly impeded or frustrated! When members of congregations so 
offend, the smart is quickly felt and there is much lamentation; a cold 
shoulder is turned on the guilty, or they are rebuked, even as they de- 
serve to be. But what, if a brother Jeremy or a brother Elias condemn 
but themselves whilst they condemn others, being guilty of a like trans— 
gression against the Synod, say?! Such cases are by no means rare; 
and when called to account I have heard some say that they will do just 
as they please in this, that and the other matter, if for no other reason— 
hear than to assert their rights as men whom Christ has made free! 
That, forsooth, is mistaking an ant-hill for a settle. Now were they 
to fall back, as I have known church members to do, on their citizen 
liberty, they might at least strike bottom with some prospect of com- 
fort; as to the other, neither the Scriptures nor the Confessions give 
license such as they would be the defenders of. 

“Concerning ecclesiastical rites, made by men,” the chief Confession 
of our church teaches, Art. XV, “that those rites are to be observed 


which’ may be observed without sin, and are profitable for tranquility _ 
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and good order in the church — Vet, concerning such things, men are to 
be admonished that consciences are not to be burdened as if such service 
were necessary unto salvation.” And in Art. VII, Part II, “Such ordi- 
nances it behooveth the churches to keep for charity and quietness sake, 
so that one offend not another, that all things may be done in order, 
and without tumult in the churches. 1 Cor. 14, 4, and Phil. 2, 14.“ 
Now if at that time obedience was rendered to ordinances promulgated 
mostly by pastors and bishops, the form of government being episcopal, 
how much more willing should we be found to submit to forms and 
rules of our own making or appointment, our church polity being demo- 
cratic or congregational. Moreover, when the Confession insists on sub- 
mission on the ground that peace and order may be preserved and no 
offence be given, we must not overlook the ground lying beyond, to-wit, 
the injury to the work of the Lord and His Church in case the work- 
men act disorderly and disloyal. In our time this last needs to be em- 
phasized, inasmuch as now more than ever the laity is enlisted in the 
work. 

Then as to Christian liberty, a boon beyond all human price: not a 
man is found who prized it more highly and stood guard over it more 
faithfully than did St. Paul. Nevertheless, this same apostle writes, 
2 Thess. 3, “But ye, brethren, be not weary in well doing. And if any 
man obey not our word by this epistle,—walketh disordérly, and not 
after the tradition he received of us—note that man, and have no com- 
pany with him, that he may be ashamed. Yet count him not as an enemy, 
but admonish him as a brother.” He knew full well that true liberty by 
no means excludes good order and the subjection to one another of 
men made free; nay rather, that liberty is to exercize, prove and approve 
itself in every relation of man to man; and he insists that brethren 
acting contrarywise be taken into discipline—of course, in the Spirit 
of Christ and in manner according with His Gospel. 

And here withal the way is pointed out how the offence of liberty 
abused and of duty neglected may be restrained or suppressed, both in 
Synod and in the congregation. What we need is, not a change of con- 
stitution or more laws and by-laws, nor, as some would have it, a 
strong government with strict executives at the head; no, what we stand 
in need ot is more of mutual instruction, admonition, correction—in 
short, Gospel discipline exercized in all love and patience, indeed, but 
frank, persistent and carried out without fear of results. And, Brethren, 
to this every one among you that esteems the beautiful city of God his 
heart’s highest joy, will say yea and amen! Such an one, I am sure, 
will also put forth every effort to remove all things that, disturbing our 
dwelling together in unity, would hinder us from laboring. according to 
the Master’s good pleasure and to His praise. 
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II. PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Dear Breturen :—Upon the request of the faculty of Capital Univer- 
sity, of the Columbus Conference, et al., and the officers of your hon- 
orable body concurring, you have been called together in convention a 
week earlier than usual. The reasons assigned were stated in the public 
announcement giving notice of this change of date. While asking you 
to approve this action, permit me to remind you of the fact that as yet 
we have no law or resolution fixing the date of our meetings and setting 
forth by whom and under what circumstances a change of date may be 
effected. Statutory provisions regulating this matter should -be added 
to our by-laws. 


A. DISTRICT SYNODS. 


As required by your honorable body I have attended the conventions 
of the several districts, meeting each one at least once during the past 
two years, and feeling thoroughly at home among the brethren every- 
where. A trend of thought that might be new and strange to our faith 
is nowhere discoverable; and I can truthfully say that by the grace of 
God we have attained to and preserved a confessional unity as pure and 
thorough as any throughout the church. In practice, however, or in 
the application of principles to church-life, I am sorry to say, there are 
divergencies, and one among them of a character so grave that it requires 
your attention. I refer here in particular to clashings in the treatment 
of syncretism as notoriously in vogut within the lodges of the world. 
One of our districts asks for action on this subject; and, hoping that 
you will give it your earnest consideration, I pray God that He may 
guide you to conclusions in keeping with His holy will. 


B. INSTITUTIONS. 


I. The Schools——With regard to these there is a spirit of dissatis- 
faction, of unrest and of revolutionary innovation abroad among us 
and venting itself. The small number of students—due, in my mind, to 
the abolition of the beneficiary system—and, strange to say, the fear 
of a surplus of pastors and teachers, our financial straits and the need 
of economy, the desire of separating the colleges and seminaries and 
of uniting the latter into one, and last but not least, criticism in season 
and out of season—such, no doubt, are chief among the causes of the 
present disquiet. Whilst every opportunity will be given at this session 
for a frank and free discussion of the subjects involved, I beg that we 
make haste slowly, avoid all forcework, fear God, and beseech Him 
to counsel us. In this connection allow me to submit, as bearing on the 
subject in hand, the following propositions: 

a. That, subject to a majority vote of all the districts taken col- 
lectively, and in a year from date, the theological department of our 
institution at St. Paul be merged with the seminary at Columbus; and 
that, under the same terms, the preparatory department of Capital Uni- 
versity be transferred respectively to Woodville, St. Paul (and Hickory). 
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Then, if in the course of time it shall seem advisable to us, and the means 
be at hand, a complete separation between the colleges and seminaries 
may in some way be effected. 

Remark: The first part of this 8 is made simply for discus- 
sion; for myself I am not convinced of its advisability. 

b. That it shall be the object and aim of our college work to furnish 
an education thoroughly equipping the graduates for the study of theol- 
ogy, of law, and of medicine. 

c. That more importance be attached and time be given, than is 
the case at present, to the closing annual examination in both our college 
and seminary, and that either the directors of the school or a committee 
appointed for that purpose, be held to attend these examinations with 
the privilege to take an active part in them. 

d. That the superior officers of the several institutions be held re- 
sponsible each one for the work done in his school both by teachers and 
students; and that to this end they be authorized to ask—the Board con- 
curring—in a quiet way the resignation of any teacher not giving satis- 
faction, be the cause thereof what it may. 

In conclusion here the opinion that our sche Js, especially the theo- 
logical, might derive no little benefit from sk st series of lectures on 
questions of the day and on branches as yet not provided for, and fur- 
nished by members of Synod able and willing to do such work. 


2. The Orphans’ Home.—The purchasing department of this insti- 
tution is not conducted as it should be, and it might be in place for Synod 
to insist that the wishes, especially of the auditing committee, be com- 
plied with. Moreover, I am of opinion that by visits and personal solici- 
tation on the part of the housefather a far greater amount of provisions 
could be gathered in our country congregations, and of clothing in the 
cities, than has been done heretofore. This would interfere little if any 
with cash colleetions, and therefore prove a relief to the treasury. 


3. The Old Folks’ Home.—This institution, I am of opinion, should 
be removed to some locality away from the City of Allegheny, yet readily 
accessible to the congregations there. My reasons are: first, that a re- 
treat of that sort ought to be in the country, and have attached to it a 
few acres of land for cultivation; secondly, that the present property is 
too valuable, and not adapted to its purpose, which latter objection will 
grow with time. 

c. THE BOOK CONCERN. 


This plant has been quite prosperous during the last year or two and 
more so than might appear from the face of the account, unless carefully 
examined; for, according to my computation the net profits amount 
to much more than $12,000, not counting improvements. | 


D. FINANCES. 


For an insight into the present condition of our several treasuries 
you are respectfully referred to the official reports. These show a marked 
improvement all around, call upon us to give thanks unto the Lord our 
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Helper, move us to take fresh courage, and should stimulate us to put 
forth our best endeavors to outdo all past achievements. 

Touching the raising of an endowment fund as a jubilee offering to 
our college and commemorative of its fiftieth anniversary, I regret to 
say that on account of adverse action taken by the Western District, of 
change of methods proposed by the Eastern District, and of disagree- 
ments in the committee appointed by your honorable body, the enterprise 
had to be abandoned. 

That something might be done to mark the close of the present cen- 
tury, a plan was set on foot to liquidate the debt of our institution treas- 
ury—a plan, by the way, the undersigned had held in reserve as a com- 
plement to the one outlined by this body. What the sum total of Jubilee 
offerings secured up to date may be I am unable to say, many brethren 
failing to report as they were requested to do. The indications are that 
our expectations will not be fully realized, and hence the question, 
Would it not be well to ask our congregations, especially those who have 
not done as well as they might, to renew their efforts and by twentieth 
century offerings swell the fund to the amount aimed at? Many of our 
pastors and people have responded most nobly, to their praise be it said, 
and in my joy thereat I pray the dear Lord richly to bless each and all 
for their gifts and labor. Worthy of special mention here is the remit- 
tance by one brother of $400 on his beneficiary account. There are many 
ways open to brethren to show themselves grateful for help received 
when at school, and one is, to work in the interests of their Alma Mater 
as best they can by securing students, offerings, etc.; but—and pardon 
the remark—one’s own cash indebtedness can only be cancelled by cash 
from our own pockets, and never by the gifts to the Lord on the part 
of others. 

Another question: Would it not be well to rearrange our treasury 
system, returning to the one formerly in vogue, but with radical modifi- 
cations? As a guide to an affirmative answer I would suggest— 

a. That hereafter all collections and gifts be sent to the treasury 
of the institution they are intended for; 

b. That Synod, at its regular sessions, fix the limit of expenditures 
for all the institutions, and that the members of the several boards be 
held individually responsible for sums expended in excess of the appro- 
priations thus made, always provided they have given their assent to 
such expenditures ; | 

c. That, as long as there is need for it, a liquidation fund be main— 
tained—the present general institution treasury being retained to that 
extent and end—and special collections be taken up for its benefit; and 
moreover, 

d. That all amounts sent to the treasurers of the several institutions 
in excess of Synod’s appropriation be by them turned over into the sink- 
ing fund named under c; and, that there may be authority for so doing, 
the collections for the institutions be taken up with that distinct under- 
standing. 
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The amounts secured for Synod by the undersighed—in part with 
the help of others—during the past two years, are: By scholarships, 
$18,400; by annuities, $750; by wills made in our favor, $6,200; by cash, 
$165; in other ways, a promise of $200 cash, $500 toward a scholarship, 
and of $40 per annum—ad libitum of the donor—to the support of a 
student; in all the sum of $26,255. Besides this wills have been made 
in response to my appeals, but of the amounts that may accrue to us from 
them I am not informed. | 

E. VARIA. 


1. By Chap. IV, § 4, of the Constitution the several districts are 
directed to assemble at different times; this is not done, and the times 
of meeting should be approximately fixed by this body so that the presi- 
dent can attend the sessions, as he is required to do. Again, not to in- 
terfere with the operations of our schools, would it not be well for this 
body to hold its meetings in the month of August? 

2. Should not § 3 of By-Laws read, g. Manager of Book Concern, 
and not, g. Business agent“? 

3. Synod having arranged for a committee on text-books for pa- 
rochial schools, yet neglecting to appoint the same, the undersigned 
named as such committee the brethren (Director, Dr. Mees), the pas- 
tors Bez and Johanssen and the teachers Kieling and Scharnberg. The 
latter having resigned, it will be necessary to appoint some one to take 
his place. 

4. It seems advisable to me that the same by-laws obtain throughout 
the whole of our Synod, and in my opinion it might be well for this body 
to counsel the several districts on this matter. 

5. The parliamentary rules presented at the last meeting, as also 
the rules and regulations governing the Board of Aid, await final adoption.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. — 


To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


Dear Breturen — In submitting to you our biennial report of the 
work done by the Board and the Seminate, we give thanks and praise to 
od for the undeserved blessing which has tested on our institution 
also during the past two years. 

According to resolution of Synod a fourth theological professor was 
elected in the person of Rev. E. Pfeiffer, of Fremont, Ohio, at an extra 
session held November 1, 1898. At the regular session in December 
following the call was declined, and the Board proposed and published 
new candidates. In an extra session, February 7, 1899, Rev. Pfeiffer 
was again elected, and his congregation reluctantly consented to his 
removal. Professor Pfeiffer was installed September 11, 1899, the 
president of the board, Rev. E. A. Boehme, preaching the sermon. 

Since the meeting of Synod our Board held four regular and two 
extra sessions. In the school year 1898-99 there were thirty-three 
students in the Seminary. Of these ten were admitted to the ministry. 
Last year the number of students was thirty-five, of whom fifteen grad— 
uated, being one of the largest classes that ever left the Seminary. 
Thus during the past two years twenty-five young men were sent into 
the Lord’s harvest. 

In answer to a petition of the Seminary students, lectures on prac- 
tical subjects are being delivered before them from time to time by pas- 
tors of congregations. Four such lectures have been delivered, and they 
are to be continued. 

Mr. B. F. Doelker, of Columbus, Ohio, was elected to the Board of 
Capital University in place of Mr. Hellermann, whose term of office 
had expired. The secretary was instructed to extend the thanks of the 
Board to Mr. Hellermann for long and faithful service. Mr. J. J. 
Schwartz, of Columbus. Ohio, was elected in place of Mr. Beck, whose 
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term of office had expired There are four vacancies in your Board 


* to be filled at this meeting of Synod. Those whose term of office ex- 
pires in i900 are: Dr. M. Loy, and the Pastors E. G. Tressel, R. C. H.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


Dear BretHren :—In submitting our biennial report of Capital Uni- 
versity, in this her year of Jubilee, and at this, the threshold of the 
twentieth century, we are moved to look up to God with grateful 
hearts for His gracious guidance, protection and blessing in the past. 

There was many a time since our setting out, fifty years ago, when 
we stood at a Red sea, with a Pharaoh pressing us hard; many a desert 
march we had to make; bitter waters we had to drink; Anakim, giant 
troubles, impeded our journey, as the record of Capital University for tne 
past fifty years will testify. As wholly dependent on God's mercy as were 
the children of Israel; for we were without endowment, state aid or 
sufficient income of our own, but were dependent, under God, wholly on 
the benevolence of our people — God has led us and supplied us, and is 
with us now, as His blessings on all sides indicate. 

What God has in store for us in the twentieth century, what dif- 
ficulties we shall have to overcome, what success will crown our ef- 
forts, He only knows; but the thought ought to drive us, in suppli- 
cation, to His mercy seat. “If God be for us, who can be against us?” 

The past two years were not remarkable for great progress, nor 
yet for failure; we have moved on in the ordinary even course. A 
view of our work and our present condition may be had by looking over 
the following points: 

I. OUR PROFESSORS. 


Our professors, we are glad to say, have all been in fair health, 
and have served our institution faithfully and successfully. An addi- 
tion was made to our teaching force in the person of Professor E. Pfeiffer, 
who, after he had been called by the Seminary Board to a fourth pro- 
fessorship in our Theological Seminary, was called by our Board, Feb- 
ruary 7th, 1899, to teach such branches in the College, in addition to 
those taught in the Seminary, as may be assigned him. He is now en- 
gaged in the college as a “Professor in the Latin and German Depart- 
ments,” and is proving a valuable addition. 


2. OUR STUDENTS. 


We regret to report that the number of students since your last 
synodical meeting has further decreased, so that the report of the Fac- 
ulty, June 21, 1900, gives but ninety-eight students in all departments, 
including the Seminary. This is an increase over the number given in 
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the report of June roth, 1899, of seven. We are pleased to report that 
the Faculty has adopted the heroic method of dividing Ohio and adja- 
cent states into districts, into which the several professors, except- 
ing Dr. Loy, who was excused, went out during the summer to in- 
terest our people in our Institution, and to secure new students. The 
Boerd itself has ever had this question of securing students under ad- 
visement, and the result of our deliberations will be brought to your 
notice under that head, below. 

The health of the students generally ins been good. As to their 
conduct, we would report that while in 1899 there were some severe 
cases of discipline, insubordination on the part of some having mani- 
fested itself, by the help of God all was satisfactorily adjusted, and of 
late there has been harmony in our Institution, and the progress of the 
students, as manifested by recent reports, has been admirable. 

At the commencement, June roth, 1899, sixteen students were gradu- 
ated, fifteen of whom received the degree A. B. and one the degree 
B. S. At the commencement, June 21st, 1900, eight students were gradu- 
ated, and one who was behind in Greek will receive a degree as soon 
as his work is completed. Of these six have received the degree A. B. 
and two the degree B. S. | 


We are pleased to report that in addition to the above degrees 
conferred upon students of our Institution, the degree of D. D. was 
conferred upon the Rev. E. Rupprecht, Sausenhofen, Gundersheim, Ba- 
varia, June 20, 1899, as a recognition of his able defense of the In- 
spiration and Authenticity of the Books of the Old Testament, as no- 
ticed especially in his book: 1. Die Loesing des Raetsels des Penta- 
teuchs; 2. Einleitung in das alte Testament; 3. Erklärte deutsche 
Volksbibel.” 


4. THE PRESIDENT OF CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, AND HOW TO SECURE 
MORE STUDENTS. 


In discussing ways and means to secure new students, the Board 
appointed a committee to offer definite suggestions; this introduced the 
subject of the President of Capital University again. 

The committee appointed submitted a report printed in the Co- 
lumbus Theological Magazine, Vol. XX, No. 2, April, 1900, pp. 74 
88. The Board adopted Items 1-4, pp. 83-84, and instead of the other 
items of committee's report, the accompanying resolutions for presen- 
tation to Joint Synod, viz: 

“Resolved. 1. That our pastors be requested to preach at least once 
a year on our educational work, and to bring its purposes and needs to 
the notice of the people at congregational meetings and in their pastoral 
visits. 


‘tunity to induce gifted boys to pursue a course of higher education, and 


in co-operation with their pastors to win them for our colleges. 
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“3. That our editors be requested, in addition to such accounts of 
our school work as properly belong to the department of news, to fur-— 
nish at least four articles each year looking to the instruction and en- 
couragement of our people in the work of our institutions. 


“4. That our professors be requested to render all such assistance to 
the other agencies mentioned for the furtherance of our object as lies 
in their power, without detracting from their special work as teachers, 
cheerfully consenting to visit congregations and writing articles for our 

papers when asked to render such services.“ 


Instead of the item 5 of Committee Report, “Columbus Theological 
Magazine, p. 84, 1900, in which it was proposed “that an agent shall 
be appointed at a salary of $1,000 per annum, besides the payment of 
all necessary expenses, whose duty it shall be to superintend the whole 
work of raising funds, securing students for our institutions, furnish- 
ing information for our people, and for generally promoting our educa- 
tional interests by voice and pen, visiting congregations whenever it 
seems advisable, writing whenever this seems conducive to the end, it 
was 

“Resolved. 5. That the plan proposed under (b)“, p. 85, (Theo- 
logical Magazine, 1900, be adopted with the understanding that no 
increase in Synod’s appropriation for Capital University be thereby 
made necessary, viz: “The President of our College shall be such agent, 
with all the duties mentioned above, the salary remaining as at present, 
and his work in school being adapted to his new duties. In our esti- 
mation this would require: 


“1 That the President be released from all teaching in college ex 
cept so far as he shall, in coincidence with the judgment of the Fac- 
ulty, think this needful for the furtherance of the work to which he 
is called, either by delivering occasional lectures to the school, or by 
teaching a special subject to the class, the time and labor of which 
must not interfere with his proper vocation. 


“2. That the discipline of the Institution, from which the Presi- 
dent is thus relieved, be cOmmitted to the Dean, who shall thus have 
superintendence of the school in all its internal and external affairs, 
combining the duties hitherto divided between the president and the Dean. 


“Resolved. 6. That in case the foregoing resolutions should not 
meet the approval of Joint Synod, we nevertheless earnestly request 
that it be made the duty of the general president to solicit students for 
Capital University and our other educational institutions.“ 

It will interest Synod also to know that President Stellhorn, who 
is in harmony with this idea, but who does not consider himself the 
proper person, and having no inclination for such work, resigned the 
presidency, and his resignation was accepted with the condition that he 
hold over until Synod has decided these questions. 

Dean Loy also, to clear the way, resigned the deanship, and this 
resgination was also accepted, subject to the same conditions. 

While this subject was under discussion it was also 
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“Resolved, That the Preparatory Department of Capital Univer- 
sity be transformed into an Academy with a three-years’ course, and 
with special graduation ceremonies and diplomas to meet its wants.“ 
(Prof. A. Pflueger will report on a proper course.) 


5. CHANGES IN THE COURSE OF STUDY. 


It may interest the Synod also to know that while no great changes have 
been made in the course of studies, a class in German—a Conversa- 
tions-Klasse — has been added, and students are required to do a cer- 
tain amount of German reading, on which they will be graded, and the 
Faculty has been instructed to further see where improvements can 
be made in this line. On the other hand, Greek is now taught through 
the medium of the English language, and the progress in that study is 
said, in many cases, to be fifty per cent. better. 

Our professors, let me add here, have been required to visit other 
educational institutions to see how work is carried on there, and to 
notice any improvements that might be introduced into our college or 
course. 


6. THE STEWARDSHIP ABOLISHED. 


It is with satisfaction that we report also that the old arrange- 
ment of appointing and supporting a steward has been abolished. Our 
steward's buildings have been rented and boarding clubs conducted by 
the students have been instituted. This is not only a saving, but seems 
to give better satisfaction generally. —— 


7. IMPROVEMENTS. 


Not only have the buildings and grounds been kept in good con- 
dition, but substantial improvements have been made. 

A water-main has been run out to the institution by the Colum- 
bus water works at a present cost of $1,064.09. This will be refunded 
when the Institution grounds are received into the corporation. 

Bath rooms have been fitted up and connected with the water system. 

Cement walks have been laid as circumstances permitted. 

Permission has been given a new electric railway to pass the rear of 
our grounds. 

8. FINANCES. . 


As will be seen from the report of the assistant treasurer, we have 
been keeping inside our appropriation, and that enjoying fruit of scholar- 
ships and bequests our finances are in healthy condition at present. The 
number of beneficiary students remaining over in accordance with our 
former arrangements are growing less. The Anna Maria Rahder’s be- 
quest proved on closer investigation to be a scholarship rather than a 
bequest to the Institution. While it is made over to the Institution it is 
to be held in trust and the interest of the bequest is to be used in the 
support of a student appointed by the New Orleans congregation. 
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9. THE JUBILEE. 


The Board would also report that the instructions of Synod to this 
body in regard to the Jubilee have been carried out as far as possible; but 
as this subject will be treated elsewhere, we need not further speak of 
the matter. 

Praying that the blessings of God may rest upon this Synod and 
upon all our deliberations and actions, this report is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


Your committee, having in hands the report, of the Boards 
of our Educational Institutions, as also a petition from the Con- 
cordia District in regard to Hickory Academy, and other papers 
bearing on our Institutions, would report the following for action: 

1. Resolved, That we approve of the transformation of the 
Preparatory Department of Capital University to an academy (p. 
16, Official Reports.) 

2. Resolved, That we do not approve of the removal of the 
Preparatory Department of Capital University. (Off. Reports, 
p. 26, B. a.) 

3. Resolved, That while we earnestly look forward to the 
day when our seminaries may be merged into one, and keep that 
aim steadily in view, we do not think it feasible at present. (Off. 
Rep. p. 13, a.) 

In regard to item c., p. 14, it was 

4. Resolved, That the Board appoint a committee mostly 
from their own midst, for that purpose, who, with the President 
of the Joint Synod, shall be held to attend these examinations. 

5. Resolved, That item d p. 14, be adopted. 3 

6. Resolved, That we approve of the suggestion, p. 14, in re- 

' gard to additional lectures, and urge that it be carrried out 
each year. 

7. Resolved, That we recommend the adoption of item 5 
Columbus Theol. Mag. p. 84, 1900, (See Official Rep. p. 24.) 

8. Resolved, That we recommend that the office of Dean, 
in Capital University, be abolished. 

9. Resolved, That we approve of the changes in the course of 
study, the abolition of the stewardship, and the improvements 
made, and that we rejoice in the fact that our finances are in a 
healthy condition. (Off. Report p. 26.) 

10. Resolved, That we call attention to the fact that our 
Capital University Board has honored the Rev. E. Rupprecht of 
Saussenhofen, Germany, with the title of D. D. as a recognition 
of his able defense of the inspiration and authenticity of the books 
of the Old Testament, and that we rejoice that it has given great 
satisfaction to the conservative element of the church in Germany. 


—— 
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ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


Item I called forth considerable discussion. The burning 
question before Synod was one not only of feasibility and advisa- 
bility, but one of principle. What is the object and purpose 
of our school at Columbus? Is it simply to prepare men for a 
theological calling, and incidentally for the. other professions? 
Some took this view. ‘Others took the view, that Capital Uni- 
versity is a college to prepare young men for all the professions, 
according to the conditions of the charter of this institution. 

Arguments Pro. It was stated that we ought to have a 
4 department independent from and preparatory to our College, 

giving a finished and complete course, and at the end of the 
school year confer diplomas. Some may ridicule this idea, but 
we must not forget that we live in a country where conditions 
are different from those in other countries. We have the buildings 
and necessary teaching force. Whether the course outlined in the 
official reports would be satisfactory, is a question, that can for 
the present remain unsettled. The Board has been wrestling 
with this question for years, and their labors and conclusions 
ought not to be lightly considered. In other academies the in- 
fluence is sometimes anti-Christian, and this should be a matter 
of the greatest consideration to us. We need Christian business 
men just as well as ministers—which is one weakness in our 
Church and Synod to-day. Besides, it would do our pastors no 
harm to receive a little business training. High schools and 
academies may meet all our wants in our larger cities and towns, 
but we must not forget that we have many young men in rural 
districts who would be glad to attend an academy under our 
control. And if the object of Capital University is only to 
prepare men for the ministry, then we have all the students we 
need, and we have done our duty. : 
Arguments Con. What is here called an academy is_not 
one in fact, but only a lengthening of the course in the Prepara- 
tory Department. We would necessarily have to increase our 
teaching force. We would have to teach typewriting, stenogra- 
phy, book-keeping etc., and this would require expert teachers, 
it the course is to be practical. Such a course would also neces- 
sitate equipments and apparatus, which would involve consider- 
able expense. Then, our students are now often too young, 13 
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and 14 years old, and this evil would only be increased if an 
academy were established. And if the object is to increase the 
number of students in the college, it is very questionable ii this 
would be the result. Attempts of this kind, for example, the 
establishing of a normal department, have taught us differently. 
So far as the Christian influence spoken of is concerned, the in- 
fluence in a Christian home, where young people can attend 
high schools and academies, is preferable to an academy under 
Christian influence far away. Besides, parents prefer to keep their 
sons and daughters at home as long as possible and save expense. 
An academy at Columbus would be at best only a local affair. 
To meet the wants of our Synod in this regard, we would have 
to establish such schools everywhere. And since when is it the 
duty of the Church, to prepare young men for a commercial call- 
ing from the benevolence of the Church? Besides, the more well- 
to-do would reap the benefit of such a school and the poor would 
help to keep it up with their gifts. Again, unless we could give 
young men something thorough, what would such a diploma 
signify? Is it simply to satisfy pride? After a further multipli- 
cation of words upon this subject, the proposition of the Prelim- 
inary Committee was lost. 


Since, however, in the discussion upon this matter, it became | 


evident that there were two divergent tendencies in regard to the 


duty and obligation of the Church upon this question, it was de- 


cided, instead of adopting B 1 b of the President’s report, to refer 
item 7, p. 33 of Jt. Synod minutes of 1898 to the several Districts 
for discussion and ratification, The same was resolved in regard 
to B 1 a in the President’s report, so that the whole matter 
in regard to the uniting of the Theological Seminaries, academy, 
etc., is laid before the Districts for further consideration. 


Since items 2 and 3 were also covered in this discussion, it 
was resolved that they be stricken out. 


Item 4 was adopted. 


To item 5 it was said, that, according to the constitution 
of Synod, keeping watch over our several institutions, was the 
special duty of the General President. To this it was replied 
that the General President, through an occasional visit, could 
not learn the true state of affairs as well as the President of the 
institution, who should primarily be held responsible. This 
would not release the General President from any duty placed 
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upon him by virtue of his office. After this explanation item 3 
was adopted. 
Item 6 was adopted. 


Item 7 next received consideration. The advantages and 
disadvantages of a financial agent for our institutions were 
thoroughly discussed. On the one hand it was said, that such 
an arrangement would be a great help in gathering money and 
securing students for our institutions. A man having the welfare 
of our institutions at heart, could arouse a love and zeal among 
our people for this work, which so far at least has not been 
accomplished in many places. For years we have been moving 
along in the rame old rut, and every proposition of the Board has 
been treated with slight recognition. Is it a wonder then that the 
number of students has steadily decreased? We need a man who 
will bring our people in closer touch with the schools. So far as 
the outlay for such a salaried officer is concerned, it would not 
be great. On the other hand it was replied that such an officer 
would rather repel than draw the people. He would soon be 
regarded as a man who is asking for money. Then we should 
proceed slowly in creating an Office, that would be an additional 
expense to Synod. Doubt was expressed whether such a finan- 
cial agent could accomplish more than the pastor, who comes in 
much closer contact with his people. Pastors who have the wel- 
fare of our institutions at heart make the very best agents and 
to this end all should be admonished and encouraged.. 

Hereupon Synod decided to strike out item 7. The 2 
ing proposition was then offered instead: 

In regard to the office of President and of Dean of Capital 
University, we move the following as a substitute for the whole. 

That a president shall be elected who shall be the respons- 
ible head .of the school, having supervision of all instruction and 
discipline as well as of solicitation of students by correspondence, 
occasional trips and attendance at Synods and Conferences, also 
the solicitation of funds and endowments as occasion may offer. 

He need not teach as many hours as the other professors, 
but have some periods less each day for attention to his special 
Office. 


(Vide report of the Board.) 
This proposition met with. more favorable consideration. 
A President of the institution is a necessity—one who shall super- 
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intend the institution and be responsible for the teachers’ in- 
struction, discipline, etc., of the institution. He shall strive to 
bring our pastors and people in closer touch with our institu- 
tion and in every way promote its welfare. The trouble has 
been in the past that we have had too many heads and no one 
responsible. 

It was then resolved to accept the proposition and create the 
office of president as defined. | 

Upon a special inquiry of the Board whether the house- 
fathership should be included in this office, it was resolved, that 
the office of the president shall include all those duties which 
heretofore have been assigned to the Dean, President and House- 
father. 

A proposition to proceed at once during this session to the 
election of a President was lost, and it was decided that the usual 
modus operandi of election be followed. 


Items 8, 9 and 10 adopted. 
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LUTHER SEMINARY, ST. PAUL, [INN. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


The undersigned secretary of the board of directors of Dr. M. Luther 

Seminary respectfully submits the following report to the honorable Joint 
Synod: 
The continuance of our institution of learning in St. Paul as a 
seminary has evidently been a source of great blessing to Synod. Through 
the instrumentality of this seminary many new mission fields have been 
opened during the past two years and quite a number of older fields 
were served without assistance from the missionary board. The resolu- 
tion of Joint Synod, held in Dayton, Ohio, in 1896, in favor of the 
continuance of our institution not only as a tollege, but also as a sem- 
inary, was indeed a sensible and wisé resolution. Nor can there be any 
doubt that the minority who at sdid convention voted against the con- 
tinuation of this school as a seminary now heartily agree with the view 
of the majority which voted for continuation. God's rich blessing has 
rested on Luther Seminary. Its usefulness and service was repeatedly 
shown in enlarging the place, stretching forth the canvas, lengthening 
the cords and strengthening the stakes of the missionary tent of the 
church. A large number of laborers of our heavenly King were sent 
out into the missionary field. We have no surplus of ew at present, 
but fear a scarcity of laborers in the near future. 


The Lord hath done great things for us; whereof we are glad! This 
is true of our synodical work in general; it is true in particular also of 
every branch of this work. God has done great things for us also in 

The work of this institution is prospering. Harmony and charity 
characterize the relations between professors and students. The students 
have evinced a commendable zeal in the pursuit of their studies. The 
teachers have worked with all faithfulness. The work of the school 
was continued day after day, there being no sickness and disease to 
interfere. 

The cordial relations between the steward and the students deserve 
special comment. It is a difficult thing to satisfy the desires of a large 
household of students coming ta us from all kinds of families. Yet 
there were no complaints made about the board. The steward amply 
provided the boys with common, yet wholesome, food and drink. 

Another matter worthy of praise is the faithfulness of many of our 
former beneficiary students, now in the ministry, in paying back to the 
seminary the aid which they once received. Others who were indebted 
to the school are paying their indebtedness. The steward, Rev. C. 
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Schreiner, visited many congregations of the Minnesota District and 
collected about $1,000 for the institution. 

I rejoice to report the fact that our general treasurer was able, for 
the first time in the history of this seminary, to pay a part of the 
salaries of our professors in advance; usually they had to wait very 
patiently for their pay due them. 

Owing to the discontinuation of the beneficiary aid system of Joint 
Synod the number of our students in the last year was small, namely, 
forty-two. Following the example of the Northern District, the Minne- 
sota District recently elected a board of beneficiary aid and hopes to 
secure quite a number of worthy and gifted, though poor, students to 
enter the institution at St. Paul this fall. 

Having passed their examinations, eight candidates of theology were 
recommended for the ministry. Their places will be filled by others who 
have announced their intention to enter Luther Seminary. 

Finally the honorable Joint Synod is reminded that the term of office 
of the following persons has expired: Dr. H. A. Allwardt, Rev. G. 
Paul and Mr. F. C. Warnecke, of Springfield, Minn. Synod should 
therefore nominate and elect three candidates to fill these vacancies.

CONSTITUTION OF DR. MARTIN LUTHER SEMINARY. 
SECTION I. OBJECT. 


The object of this Seminary of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod 
of Ohio and other states is the education of pastors. 


SECTION 2. CONFESSION. 


The confession to which the professors of this seminary pledge 
themselves and according to which the students shall receive their 
training, is the confession of our synod. Synod acknowledges all the 
canonical books of the Old and New Testament as norm and guide of 
doctrine and life and the symbolical books of the Evangelical Lutheran 
church (Concordia, 1880) as the pure and uncorrupted exposition of God's 
word. 


* SECTION 3. MANAGEMENT. 


(a) Board of Directors—The seminary shall be managed by a 
board of directors elected by Joint Synod. This board shall be composed 
of four pastors and three laymen. The term of office shall last four 
years, Every two years four and three members, respectively, must be 
elected. The board elects its own president and secretary. Meetings 
are to be held at least once a year. Four members shall constitute a 
quorum. 
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(b) President or Director — The first theological professor, elected 
by Joint Synod, shall manage the seminary as its President and Director. 

(c) Faculty — The professors chosen by Joint Synod for this Sem- 
inary constitute the faculty. 


SECTION 4. DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


(a) Board of Trustees and Directors — This Board shall 

1. See to it that the doctrines taught in the Seminary be in har- 
mony with the Word of God and the symbolical books of our church. 

2. Give attention, that the professors be found faithful in their office 
and work and that they live an exemplary life. 


3. See that in the management of the steward due economy be 
exercised. | 
4. Examine carefully the books of the steward or housefather. 


5. See to it that the property of the Seminary be preserved in good 
order. 

6. If any vacancy occur between the meetings of Joint Synod the 
Board of Trustees and Directors and the General President of Synod 
shall be authorized to fill the vacancy pro tempore. 


7. The Board is responsible for all of its acts to the Joint Synod 
and must report to this body every two years, and as often as said 
Synod demands a report. 


(b) President or Director — The President of the Seminary shall 
not only be found faithful in his office as teacher, but he shall also see 
to it that studies be properly divided among his colleagues and that 
these, his associates, faithfully teach according to the outlined annual 
schedule. In all cases of admissions into and dismissals from the Sem— 
inary, his voice and vote is decisive, though he is advised to act in har- 
mony and with the approval of the professors. He must also see to it that 
a Christian spirit rule in the institution. | 

(c) Housefather — The housefather shall have supervision over the 
students with respect to discipline, conduct, diligence, recreation, clean- 
liness, order and obedience. He shall also provide for the Institution 
by purchasing all things needed for the household affairs, hiring ser— 
vants, etc. He must give an accurate account of all moneys received and 
spent. 

SECTION 5. ALTERATIONS. 


This constitution may at any time be changed by the Joint Synod; 
the article treating of the confessions, however, shall ever remain un— 
altered. 
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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. Resolved, That we call the attention of the Synod to the 
fact that four years ago, the curriculum of Luther Seminary was 
enlarged without the authorization of the Synod. 

2. Resolved, That we recommend that Synod take the same 
action with regard to the final examination for the Luther Semin- 
ary, as to those at Columbus. 

3. Resolved, That the attention of Synod be called to the 
necessity of the consideration of the constitution of the Luther 
Seminary. (Off. Rep. p. 35.) 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


In explanation to item 1 it was said, that Synod had never 
arranged a curriculum of study for this institution. This had 
been done by the Board and hence the Board has full power 
to make alterations. This was done at the very beginning of 
the Seminary and no one had ever called the Board to account. 

Hence four years ago the course was lengthened, uncon- 
scious of the fact that the Board was overstepping its authority. 

To this it was replied, that the institution, so far as the 
theological department is concerned, had a two years course from 
the beginning. Even though there is no special resolution of 
Synod extant, yet it is the understanding of Synod, that the course 
should remain one of two years. It is not denied that the leng- 
thening of the course was a wise step, yet Synod should have 
been asked for permission to do this. 

It was therefore resolved, that according to the intention of 
Synod, no Board shall have the right to lengthen or shorten the 
course of study without authorization of Synod. 


Item 2 was adopted. 

In regard to item 3 it was resolved that the Constitution 
of the Luther Seminary shall be in force, until Synod shall find 
time to discuss and adopt one. 
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TEACHERS’ SEMINARY, WOODVILLE, O. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


The Board of Directors of the Teachers’ Seminary at Woodville, 
Ohio, begs leave to submit the following report :— 

Our dear Institution has also, during the last two Fears. by the 
grace of God, successfully accomplished its noble object, to-wit: the 
educating and sending forth of competent teachers for our parochial 
schools. That the number of pupils has been comparatively small dur- 
ing the last two years is certainly to be lamented, yet this fact should 
not in the least discourage us in the continuation of this God-pleasing 
work; on the contrary, it should rather incite us to more earnest prayer 
and zealous work for our Teachers’ Seminary. 

The dear Lord has abundantly blessed our institution in these latter 
days. Serious cases of sickness or even cases of death among teachers 
or pupils have not occurred. The condition of the health of all con- 
cerned has been extraordinarily good. Good discipline and order has 
been enforced and observed. Serious cases of refractory behaviour and 
the like are not to be recorded. Thanks be to the Lord! 

February 7, 1899, the Board of Directors reorganized itself, elect- 
ing the following brethren as officers for the next two years: Rev. P. 
Raether, president; Teacher J. Stumpf, secretary, and Prof. C. F. Theiss, 
treasurer. 

In the scholastic year ‘98-99, the number of pupils was thirty-three, 
of which number eight received and accepted calls; in the year 99-1900, 
twenty-seven students were in attendance, of these seven were graduated. 

In June, 1899, the graduating class passed a written examination in 
five main branches of study. The result of this examination was com- 
pared with the average note of the entire year, and the final note fixed 
accordingly. Seventy-five per cent. is requisite in order to obtain a 
diploma; from 75 to 84 is satisfactory; from 85 to 94 good, and above 
94 very good. The board is inclined to think that this new method of 
examination is very acceptable. We recommend that the Synod appoint 
a Committee on Examination, whose duty it shall be to examme the 
written exercises and to be present at the oral examinations. 

The purchase of another piano forte was absolutely necessary and 
was also accomplished; the expenses, $325, were defrayed by the free 
contributions solicited for that purpose. 

The ladies’ society of the Woodville Solomon's church has, as 
usual, remembered the institution during the last two years. Matting 
has been furnished for the halls downstairs, and the halls in both stories 
have, been papered. The expenses have been borne by the society. 
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During the winter, 1898, Mr. J. H. Toepel resigned as member of 
the Board, and Mr. Fred Niemann, of Rev. Johanssen’s congregation, 
was elected to fill the vacancy. Mr. Niemann has kindly accepted. 
June 14, 1899, Rev. E. Pfeiffer asked to be dismissed from the board 
on account of his removal from Fremont, Ohio, to Columbus, Ohio; 
his request was granted. Rev. J. M. Johanssen was elected by the Board 
to fill the place; he readily consented to serve. In this connection the 
Board desires to mention that the official term of Rev. P. Raether, Mr. 
A. Oberschulte, Messrs. B. S. Otten and Fred Niemann has expired. 

On finances, the treasurer of the institution will submit report. 

The Board of Directors earnestly prays Joint Synod to specially 
notice the report of the faculty of February 13, 1900, since on the basis 
of said report the board has resolved, June 13, 1900, to present to 
Synod the following points and suggestions :— 

In the above-mentioned report of the Director, attention is called not 
only to the fact that the number of pupils during the last two years 
has been very small, but the faculty also laments the exceedingly sad 
fact that there is a lack of vacant places or schools to which our few 
graduates could and should be called after they have spent time and 
money for five or six long years for the purpose of fitting themselves 
for the office, and that being aware of such condition, nobody could 
have sufficient courage and inclination to encourage and persuade suit- 
able and gifted young men to enter our Seminary. with a view of fitting 
themselves for the office of a parochial teacher. 

Informing Joint Synod of this condition of affairs, the Board takes 
the liberty to make several suggestions which, if endorsed and ener- 
getically acted upon, might be well adapted, not only to cause a desir- 
able change in the present condition of things, but also to bring about 
a more encouraging and prosperous condition of the cause of parochial 
schools in general within the limits of our Synod :— 


a) Inasmuch as the general impression is being made, as if the 
necessity of congregational schools is not yet recognized by our con- 
gregations and pastors, at least not to such a degree as to successfully 
and in true unanimity insist upon the organization and continuation of 
parochial schools, it might perhaps be advisable and practical to make 
this matter the subject of thorough and frequent discussion at the ses— 
sions of our district Synods, and at our district and local conferences. By 
means of frequent and mutual exchange of thought and views alone 
can we arrive at the desirable oneness of mind in this important matter 
which has always been a life—condition for our beloved Lutheran Zion 
and will be such in a still higher degree for the future of our church. 

b) As a suggestion of the preceding point we do not deem the 
petition superfluous, that the honorable presidents of our District Synods 
be requested and urged to continue in admonishing, instructing, warn- 
ing and beseeching, for Christ’s sake, the congregations and pastors of 
their districts in regard to the cause of parochial schools. 

c) Another suggestion is that the professors of our theological 
seminaries be instructed to hold special lectures before their students 
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for the purpose of imbueing their pupils with a lively and earnest in- 
terest in the cause of parochial schools, so that our young pastors also 
may be ready, both from honest conviction of the necessity of and from 
genuine love for parochial schools, to even teach congregational schools 
themselves, or on the other hand, to induce the congregations, through 
continual instruction and admonition, to establish and maintain a school 
in their midst and to call competent teachers. 


4d) Many of our pastors must themselves teach the schools in their 
congregations. It is true that many of these congregations are financially 
unable to support a pastor and a teacher at the same time; yet it is 
equally true also that a goodly number of said congregations might have 
had their own teacher, and that the calling of a teacher has been neglected 
and postponed from decidedly unworthy motives. Whenever one and 
the same person is held to be pastor and teacher, the administration of 
the one or the other, or of both offices, is doomed to be unsatisfactory. 


e) In the far west one congregation after the other is called into 
existence. Most of these congregations are weak and stand in need of 
support from our fund for Inner Mission. Now, if the graduates of 
our Teachers’ Seminary would be called to these congregations in the 
western territory, and if they would be supported by our Home Mis- 
sion fund, like our missionaries, the cause of parochial schools would 
be materially advanced. In the first place, it would be of great and 
appreciable service to the congregation and it would much sooner be- 
come self-supporting; for experience teaches that a congregation will 
increase very rapidly in membership if a religious, a congregational 
school has been established in the very beginning. The rich blessing of 
God evidently rests upon our parochial schools. 

In the, second place, our new congregations would be educated from 
the very beginning to this measure, and would consider the continua- 
tion of their school as a matter of course. And last, but not least, we 
all could and would, in that case, work and pray more cheerfully for 
our Teachers’ Seminary. 

May the Lord God, who has so richly blessed us thus far, also in 
future mercifully protect our parochial schools.

In consideration of the Mission field in the South, we move 
that $700.00 be granted to the Concordia District yearly for the 
support of Hickory, as a school preparatory to Capital University. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


The petition of the Concordia District was warmly supported 
by the brethren of said district. In answer to the statement, that 


Synod decided this matter two years ago it was said, that the de- 


cision to close Hickory was carried by a very small majority. It 
was repeatedly stated, that the very life of our work and Church 
in the South depends upon the continuance of Hickory. The 
people of the South are loyal to Synod, and while in the past two 
years they have exerted themselves to cancel the indebtedness 
of Hickory, they have not refused to support the work of Synod 
according to their ability. The idea is not again to establish a 
theological seminary, but a preparatory department for our col- 
lege at Columbus. It is evident, therefore, that the course at 
Hickory would have to harmonize with the schedule of Capital 
University. Another reason for opening Hickory as a prepara- 
tory school, is the great distance young men living in the Con- 
cordia District would have to go if Columbus were the only 
school. It would be a great saving of expense if they could com- 
plete part of their course at Hickory, and would also remove the 
objection of boys leaving home so far while yet so young. Then 
past experience has proven that young men from the South 
are best adapted to the wark in the South, because they are ac- 
customed to the ways and customs there. Many congregations 


have become much disheartened and discouraged by calling men 


from the North who remained only for a short time.

Then Synod must not forget that we have valuable property 


at Hickory, which would soon depreciate in value if Hickory 
were closed. 

In consideration of al that was said, it was decided by a good 
majority to accept the Preliminary Committee’s proposition. 

A committee consisting of the Pastors W. E Schramm, E. 
L. S. Tressel and W. C. Witte were appointed to nominate can- 
didates for a Board at Hickory. The following candidates were 
proposed and elected by Synod: Revs. W. E. Schramm, J. E. Barb, 
E. L. S. Tressel and L. P. Propes, and the Messrs. G. A. Dobler, 
S. M. Hamrick and J. L. Thornburg. 


It was resolved that one half of these be elected for 4 years. 
and an other half for two years.

LIMA COLLEGE. 


Your committee has in hands a communication from the 
Association of the Lima College and begs to submit the follow- 
ing report: 

In regard to the proposition of the Lima Lutheran Educa- 
tional Association, to turn Lima College over to this Synod, or 
at least to establish a better relation between Synod and Lima 
College it was 


Resolved, That we recommend this proposition to the favor- 
able consideration of the Synod; namely, that we come to a 
more favorable relation to Lima College, and that a committee 
of Synod be appointed to meet with the brethren of Lima College 
Association present, to formulate an exact agreement as to 
what relation that shall be. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


The above report was accepted and the Pastors W. E. 
Schuette, C. Bez and M. Doermann, and the Messrs. W. C. 
Windisch and F. S. Richards were appointed a committee to con- 
fer with the representatives of the Lima College. This com- 
mittee was heard later, but had nothing definite to report. Here- 
upon Synod reaffirmed the resolution of Jt. Synod in 1896 per- 
taining to Lima College (See Eng. Minutes p. 113, 114 and 115), 
to be interpreted and understood, however, in the sense of an 
article written by the Hon. President in the “Lutheran Standard” 
Jan. 20, 1900, p. 18. 

With this action of Synod, the representatives of the Lima 
College expressed themselves satisfied. 
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WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME, RICHMOND, IND. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


In the name of the Board of said Orphans’ Home, at Richmond, Ind., 
the undersigned hereby begs leave to report concerning the condition of 
this eleemosynary institution, as follows: 

With feelings of the most fervent thanks we praise the faithful care 
of our Heavenly Father, who so graciously ruled over this Institution 
during the by-gone years. He abundantly provided us with the things 
that are necessary to support this body- and life; according to His 
promise He suffered us to lack in nothing that is good, so that the 
orphan parents, together with those entrusted to their care, if asked, 
“Lacked ye anything?” can only say, “Nothing.” For this may God 
be praised! 

The average number of our orphans during the last two years was 
eighty-six. At present there are eighty-six children in the home, fifty- 
four boys and thirty-two girls. On Palm Sunday, 1899, five boys were 
confirmed; this year the number of the confirmed was twelve children, 
five boys and seven girls. Of these, nine boys were put into service 
elsewhere or into apprenticeships until their eighteenth year. At present 
fifteen confirmed children are so employed, fourteen boys and one girl. 
The behavior of these children, as also the treatment they are receiv- 
ing at the hands of their employers, is, according to the statements of 
the orphans’ father, generally satisfactory; the same is true of the 
children still at the home. The hired help in the home and on the 
farm comprises a farm hand and four servant girls. Besides these the 
older children render assistance in-the kitchen, sewing-room, garden 
and on the farm. 

The condition of health, thanks to God, has been good during 
these two years; we were spared from serious or contagious diseases. 
Nevertheless, two accidents and two deaths occurred. An eleven—year- 
old boy, Henry Roth, of Delphos, Ohio, suffered an attack of blood 
poison in October, 1898. His left leg had to be amputated above the 
knee. The other boy, who had been hired out, Edward Niedermann, 
16 years of age, of Hamilton, Ohio, injured his knee-cap with a corn- 
cutter; as a result his knee became stiff and he will remain a cripple for 
life. 

Minnie Kittel, seven years old, of St. Paul, Minn., died a year ago 
last October of consumption. Of the same disease Carl Iden, nine 
years old, of Weisburg, Ind., died last month. On the 2ist of Feb- 
ruary of the present year of grace the aged mother of the orphans’ 
father died at the age of 90 years. The funeral was held at the home. 
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Mother Morgenroth, who had been cared for at the home for about 
sixteen years, left the home April 4, 1900, after previous earnest ad- 
monitions to the contrary at the hands of the orphans’ parents. Her 
purpose, according to her statements, was to live a few more years in 
quiet and peace. She went to Sturgis, Mich., to Mrs. M. Niedermann 
(formerly M. Kirchner). May she there find what she failed to receive 


at our home. 


The school at the home is in a prosperous and gratifying condi- 


tion. The Board makes it a point to learn the exact state of the school, 


not only at the annual examination and inspection in the month of 
February, but also at each quarterly meeting. In general, not only in the 
school, but likewise in the home, a Christian, evangelical spirit prevails. 
At present seventy-six children are in the school and are taught by two 
teachers. Teacher W. A. Radke last Easter season accepted a call to the 
St. John’s congregation at Richmond, Ind. We regretfully granted him 


a dismissal and called another teacher, Bernhard Hahm, from the 


Teachers’ Seminary. As he could accept the call and begin his work only 
after the completion of his studies, Director Mees kindly granted us the 
temporary services of another student. The behavior of the children is 
reported by the teachers as satisfactory. The branches of study are: 


German, English, catechism, Bible history, arithmetic, geography, United 


States history, singing, drawing and some profane and church history. 


‘The main branches of course are religious. On Sundays the children 


attend the services at the St. John’s church in the city; however, when 
the weather is inclement, divine services are held in the home, which 


are conducted by the orphans’ father and the teachers. 


The home itself, as well as all accessory buildings are, generally 


speaking, in good condition. But, of course, the fact that the main 


building is becoming old, infirm and decrepit, so to speak, makes it 
necessary to expend more year by year, if the condition of the build- 
ing is not to suffer. Thus the floors had to be repaired and partly re- 


placed by new ones last spring; the Stairways had to be renovated; the 


hall and several rooms had to be repapered; the interior wood-work 
was repainted. The cost of these and other repairs amounted to $700. 


Of domestic animals the home now has four horses, eight cows, two 
heifers, fifteen hogs and one hundred and fifty chickens. Mr. Minne— 
mann, the overseer of the farm, who attends conscientiously to the 
cultivation of the land as much as his time permits, greatly deserves 
our gratitude. From the detailed farm report, which he annually sub- 
mits, as also from the accompanying inventory of the farming utensils, 
insight into this part of our stewardship may be gleaned. A rich har- 
vest will this year again be gathered from the garden and farm, with 
the exception of the wheat crop, which is a total failure, as it is gen- 
erally throughout this district. 

A few quite respectable bequests have recently been made to the 
home, a report of which the treasurer will make. 

As the home still is burdened with a debt of $3,116, which resulted 


from building a schoolhouse, we respectfully ask Synod to assume this 
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debt. If this cannot be done, we ask for permission to cancel the debt 
with the bequests made to the home. 

A bequest of $500 was: made by the family Hartmann, of Pember- 
ville, Ohio, on the condition that this money be used to secure the 
very necessary water-works connection with the city. The lack of an 
adequate supply of water, felt constantly for years, which is especially 
palpable in such an institution as ours, has been again and again claim- 
ing the attention of the board, and only recently we have discussed 
ways and means how this need may be remedied. After repeated de- 
liberations it was resolved at the August meeting of last year to request 
the Joint Synod for the necessary appropriation to secure our water 
supply from the city water works. The cost of this water connec- 
tion, according to information from the proper sources, would be about 
$2,200. Should it be impossible to grant this request, the cost of this 
necessary improvement might be met from the moneys bequeathed to 
the home. 

Likewise your Board begs leave to ask whether orphan boys, having 
the necessary gifts and qualifications, might not be educated free of 
charge in our educational institutions? 

It remains yet.to report that on the 27th of May, this year, the 
Orphans’ Home Festival was again celebrated, at which quite a num- 
ber- of such as were formerly inmates were present, who had fol- 
lowed the special invitation extended to all whose address could be as- 
certained. The festival was in every way a success, despite the wel- 
come and refreshing rain, which interfered somewhat with the exercises 
in the open air. The celebration of this festival on a Sunday, against 
the Synod’s prohibition, was not done from disobedience and lack of 
respect for Synod’s resolution; the board was forced by circumstances 
to do this, because the congregation at Richmond, which undertakes the 
vast labor incident to the festival in such a praiseworthy and unselfish 
manner, made this a condition, stating that it could undertake the 
work only if the festival was held on Sunday. According to Col. 2, 16, 


we were of the conviction that we were not acting contrary to the spirit 


of Synod. 

In conclusion, the Board begs leave to inform Synod that it finds 
itself unable to meet the expenses of the home with the Synod’s annual 
appropriation of $5,000. Many necessary articles have recently under- 
gone a considerable rise in price. We therefore would very earnestly 
and urgently request that Synod raise the annual appropriation to $7 , 500. 

Finally, it needs to be stated that the terms of office of Messrs. 
Schulz and Rogge, also that of Rev. H. Wickemeyer, have expired. 


May God in His mercy and grace rule over this home and make the 


hearts of His Christians willing to sacrificing service in behalf of the 


orphan children entrusted to our care.

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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


During the past two years the Lord has visited with afflic- 
tion and death our Orphans’ Home. We must, however in this 
Visitation show our faith and child-like obedience and say: “Thy 
will be done,” and thank God for His gracious guidance in these 
times of affliction. May the Lord comfort the poor orphan boy, 
who has been crippled for life, that he may understand more 
and more: “That all things work together for good to them that 
love God.” 


The Lord be praised for all protection, grace and blessing 
with which He has mercifully watched over and cared for our 
Orphans’ Home. 


Your Committee takes leave to 8 the following sug: 
gestions: 

1a) With reference to the bequest of 8 by the Hart- 
man family, that Synod extend a vote of thanks to the kind donors. 
And let us pray that the Lord may grant us more such 
willing hearts and hands so that in a similar manner true grati- 
tude to God and true love for His kingdom may manifest itself. 


b) In this connection we recommend that the Board have 
the hydraulic ram repaired and through this means supply the 
institution with water, both for house use and fire protection. 


2. In regard to the question of the Board whether orphan 
boys with the necessary gifts and qualifications, might not be 
educated free of charge in our educational institutions, we recom- 
mend that the tuition for such orphan boys be remitted and with 
reference to the remaining expenses the Board be advised to apply 
to the committee on beneficiary system of the district from which 
the Home received the child. 


3. We regret that by celebrating the Orphans’ Home Festi- 
val on Sunday, Synod’s resolution of 1898 was not complied 
with. . 

4. We regret that Mr. Henry Cutter saw fit to resign as 
a member of the Board, and recommend that the resignation be 
accepted; furthermore, that synod tender Mr. Cutter a vote of 
thanks for his long and faithful service. For the unexpired term 
of two years it is necessary that Synod choose a successor.

5. With reference to division 2, page 14 of President’s report 
we move that the Board see to it, that a) all large purchases 
be previously announced and bids be taken; b) That the con- 
gregations be personally visited and that more liberal offerings 
in the shape of clothing and provisions be secured for the Home. 

6. Concerning the communication of the English District, 
with reference to the language in which catechetical instruction 
is to be given at the Home, we recommend the following: 

Resolved, a) That both languages be used so that upon 
the child’s departure from the Home he can derive benefit from an 
English as well as a German service. 

Resolved, b) That at the morning and evening worship 
the German and English languages be used alternately. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 
Item 1a adopted. 


In regard to item 1b some explanatory remarks were made. 
It was said that the Board had tried to obtain a water supply 
from the city, but that this would involve a great expense and 
would scarcely be satisfactory in case of fire because of the great 
distance. It was stated that an hydraulic ram had been used in 
past years with good success, and if this were placed in good 
repair Again, the difficulty would be relieved and there would 
be an abundant supply of water. And as a further protection 
against fire a large elevated tank should be erected so that in 
case of fire, the whole building could be flooded in a few mo- 
ments. This is often done on large buildings in cities even 


where the water pressure is strong and a good fire department 
is at command. Accordingly, 


Ib was amended and then adopted. 


Item 2 was adopted. 

Item 3 was next considered. This action of the Board met 
with the emphatic disapproval of Synod and can not be justified 
upon any grounds. It was a plain disobedience to the instruc- 
tion of Synod. The time has come that all Boards and persons ' 
responsible to Synod should know, that they can not act contrary 
to the instructions of Synod. 

In extenuation of the action of the Board, it was said, that 
there was no wilfull intention of setting aside the authority of 
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Synod, but that the step was taken rather in the interest of the 
institution. In compliance with many urgent requests from vari- 
ous. sources the Board yielded and the festival was held. 


Item 3 was then adopted. 


In connection with this item, the resolution of Jt. Synod of 
1898 in regard to the holding of an Orphans’ Home’s festival 
(see Eng. minutes of 1898 p. 112, item 9) was reaffirmed. This 
was done not because it was thought sinful to hold such a festival 
on Sunday, but because offense is given to many congregations. 
Upon such an occasion guests are expected from far and near 
and to this end excursions are run; but it is well known what 
unspeakable mischief is done, especially in city congregations, 
by taking people away from their accustomed places of worship 
and we should do nothing to encourage this evil. This was the 
chief reason why Synod reaffirmed the resolution of two years ago. 


Items 4 and 5 were adopted. 


Item 6 created a lively and earnest discussion. In support of 
the petition of the English District it was emphasized that it was 
but meet that children should receive religious instruction in 
both languages in order that they might afterwards attend di- 
vine service in either German or English churches with profit; 
for circumstances will arise that children will be placed in such 
communities where one or the other language is wanting, and 
not being competent in both, will be at a disadvantage and per- 
haps be lost to the Church, just because provision was not made 
for them when it could have been done. Then it is a positive 
evil that purely English children should receive no religious in- 
struction and care until they have thoroughly mastered the Ger- 
man language—an evil that is without excuse. Even from a 
pedagogical standpoint it is profitable to impart religious instruc- 
tion in both languages; for it is a known fact, that children who 


are taught both languages make the best progress. 


On the other hand it was questioned whether time should 
be equally divided between the two languages. The opinion was 
expressed, that the German language as a medium of instruction 
should still receive the preference, since our Synod is the greater 
part German and most of our orphan children come from German 


families. Otherwise, the evil that it is intended here to remove, 
will be replaced only by another. So far as the pedagogical 
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question is concerned, our chief object must be to impart religi- 
ous instruction and not to acquire languages. Nor is it the pur- 
pose to neglect the English language in the Orphans’ Home, 
for in a number of branches the English language is used as a 
medium of instruction. It is true, that thus far religious instruc- 
tion has been imparted only in the German language and this 
should remain so for the greater part. 


Item 6a was then adopted unanimously, but 6b was lost. To 
this action on item 6b the pastors, W. E. Schramm, E. G. Tressel, 
W. E. Schuette, L. H. Burry, E. Albrecht, M. Walter, J. H. Lutz 
and J. H. W. Hoerr voted in protest and desired their names so 
recorded :

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


To the Hon. Joint Synod of Ohio and other States: 


Dear BrRetTHren: The institution which you have entrusted to our 
care has been richly blessed of God during the past two synodical years. 
He richly and daily provided for the wants of our old people. To Him be 
praise! We have wanted for nothing that was needful for the support of 
this body and life, and God also provided that spiritual bread which 
endureth to eternity. Most of our inmates are-able to attend public 
services at one or the other of the churches of our Synod in the fmme- 
diate vicinity, and besides this services are at stated times held at the 
Home besides the regular morning and evening worship. 


There has been no lack of care and anxiety during the past two years. 
Especially our directing sister has at times found it difficult to deal pa- 
tiently with the eccentricities of old age; but God in His mercy enabled 
her to succeed. His name be praised! During the past two years we 
received six aged people and two children who were temporarily taken in. 
Three have severed their connection with the Home and three were taken, 
as we confidently hope, into the joy of their Lord. Our family now con- 
sists of six men, five women, two children, a directing sister and a 
servant. We might receive more if we had room. Gladly would we 


have provided more room by the erection of an addition to the building, 


but at first we were prevented from doing so by a lack of money, and 
later when we thought we had provided this, building material and labor 
had so advanced in price, that we could not think of carrying our plan 
into execution. But it seems prices are beginning to fall and we hope 
by next spring to carry out the plans to which Synod has already given 
her sanction. Meantime we have made the necessary repairs on the pre- 
sent buildings within and without. 

We ask Synod to authorize the Board to connect the care of orphans 
with that of the aged. An orphanage’ for the eastern territory of our 
Synod is indeed a necessity and we are convinced the means can easily 
be secured, in fact quite a considerable amount has already been offered 
us for this purpose. K 

We would refer you to the fact that according to the constitution the 


brethren J. H. Hespenheide, G. D. Simen, Otto Mayer and Rev. H. J. 


Schuh are our representatives on the Board of St. John’s General Hospi- 
tal of Allegheny. Although this is not an institution of Synod, yet it may 
be of interest to learn what work is here being done. Since its opening 
on May 12th, 1896, the Hospital has cared for 1685 patients, of which 
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598 were charity patients. As er there were 28, 876 nursing days 
of which 9,557 were devoted to free patients. 

In the Hospital as well as the Home our Deaconesses have 200 
the respect and gratitude of those who were placed under their care. May 
God continue to bless their labors. 

We call attention to the fact that the term of office of Mr. G. D. 
Simen and Rev. H. J. Schuh has expired.

With great joy and gratitude to God, we acknowledge that 
this institution has during the last two years been blessed in its 
labors and we pray that God may in the future bless the work 
of this institution. 

With reference to the proposition of connecting an orphan- 
age with the Home be it 

Resolved, a) That the Board of Directors of the “St. John’s 
Lutheran Home of Allegheny, Pa.,” be authorized to establish 
and maintain a Children’s Temporary Home in connection with 
the Home, without increase in the said Home’s appropriation 
from the General Treasury; and b) that the Board be further 
authorized to purchase land outside the city and erect a modest 
building with moneys at present offered for this purpose, and 
such other funds as may be donated, incurring no indebtedness 
thereby. 

With reference to the property of the Home we recom- 
mend that the Board be authorized to sell the same if they have 
an opportunity to sell to a good advantage and the transaction 
would prove of advantage to the work of the institution and move 
the same outside the city.

The providing for and the care of retired pastors and teachers 
and of pastors’ and teachers’ widows and orphans is entirely 
insufficient and will be so until more liberal offerings are made 
for this purpose.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


To the Honorable Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


Dear Breruren — Your Board on publication matters herewith sub- 
mits its ninth biennial report: 

1. The Board, as constituted by the election of new members at the 
last convention of Synod met September 6, 1808, in St. John’s Lutheran 
school building, Ft. Wayne, Ind., and organized by electing Rev. Simon 
as chairman, the undersigned as secretary and Dr. Stellhorn, Mr. Hen- 
sel and Rev. S. P. Long as Executive Committee. 

At the meeting held January 17, 1899, Mr. J. L. Trauger handed 
in his resignation as co-manager with Mr. F. J. Heer of the Concern. 
The resignation was accepted and Mr. Heer then became sole manager. 

At the meeting of June 19, 1809, Rev. A. J. Feeger was appointed 
a member of the Board in the place of Rev. Simon, who resigned in 
order to accept a position in the Book Concern. Rev. Simon having been 
president of the Board, Rev. S. P. Long was elected to that position. 

2. Seeing that the book department of the Concern was never de- 
veloped as it should have been and that this could not be done unless 
a man be placed there for that particular purpose, it was resolved to 
have a suitable man appointed and have him hold the position of fore- 
man of the Book Department. Accordingly Mr. Heer reported at the 
meeting of June 19th, 1899, that in accordance with the advice of the 
Board, he had. appointed Rev. D. Simon as foreman of the book depart- 
ment. 

3. Periodicals—a) Rev. Simon on being appointed to the foreman- 
ship of the book department resigned as editor-in-chief of the Standard. 
Professor Pflueger was appointed in his place and Rev. G. T. Cooper- 
rider was appointed to do the work formerly done by Professor Pflueger, 
viz: to act as associate editor and editor of the Home Circle. 

3 b) For reasons already known the Kirchenzeitung was not en- 
larged to the size of the Standard, as called for by a resolution of the 
last convention of Synod. 

c) The Board now recommends that both Kirchenseitung and Stand- 
ard be hereafter issued in magazine form, 8x11% inches, sixteen pages, 
at the present price. 

d) Rev. E. A. Böhme having accepted the editorship of the Kir- 
chenseitung, resigned the editorship of the Kinderfreude. Rev. John Soller 
was elected in his place. 

¢) As to the Primary Lesson Paper the Board reports that it has 
“been continued, though by resolution it should have been discontinued. 
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The reason for this action was the urgent demand for this paper by 
almost all the English brethren’ and also because the Board could not 
secure suitable cards or charts to take its place, as Synod had proposed. 

f) The Board has resolved not to publish the Teachers’ Annual for 
1901. If there is to be any additional help for teachers besides the Les- 
son Leaf, it must be furnished in some other way. 

g) The question was raised in the Board whether the Lesson Leaf 
should be continued, or whether we should make yse exclusively of books 
in our Sunday Schools. An expression of Synod on this matter is de- 
sired. Financially, the leaf for the two years ending May 31, 1890, shows 
a credit of $432.88 

4. Books—a) The History of Synod, German edition, is now im 
press. The dictations of Dr. Loy are not being published for the reason 
that the author does not seem to have any inclination towards their 
publication. Arrangements are being made to bring out a popular expo- 
sition of the Catechism. 

b) The Board raises the question whether it would not be well to 
illustrate the Enchiridion, and whether Synod desires in future editions 
of the Catechism to strike out the words of Luther where he directs the 
making of the cross? These questions have been up for action before the 
various Districts. 

5s. Text Book Committee — In accordance with the resolution of 
Synod at its last meeting, the President of Synod has appointed a 
committee on school text books, consisting of Dir. Mees as Chairman, 
Revs. Johanssen and Betz, and Teachers Kieling and Scharnberg. So far 
as the Board knows, little has yet been done towards completing a series 
of text books. : 

6. Linotype Machines and Presses — Since the last convention of 
Synod three more linotype machines have been placed in the compos- 
ing room under the same contract as those previously placed. (See . 
29 of the Board’s minute book for contract.) The Board desires an 
expression of Synod as to whether this contract shall be continued or 
shall the following proposition, made by Messrs. Heer and Trauger, the 
owners of the machines, be accepted by Synod, to-wit: 


To the Publication Board of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of 
Ohio and Other States: 


GENTLEMEN :—In pursuance to the request made by you as to how 
we would sell the linotype machines and presses to you, would reply 
as follows: The five linotype machinés, motor and two cylinder presses 
operated by * & Heer we can turn over to you for „000. The 
two linotype machines and one cylinder press owned by F. J. Heer for

7. Elections — The following elections are necessary at this con- 


vention of Synod: Manager for two years; members of Board, succes- 
sors to Dr. Stellhorn and Mr. Hensel, terms to expire in 1906; suc- 
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cessor to Rev. Feeger, appointed by the Board instead of Rev. Simon, 
resigned, term to expire in 1904; editors of periodicals for two years, 
to- wit: Theologische Zeitblaetter, Theological Magazine, Kirchenzeitung, 
Standard, Kinder freude, Lutheran Child’s, Paper and Little Missionary. 
According to resolution of Synod the editors of these periodicals are to 
and institutions.

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REPORT OF THE MANAGER OF THE BOOK CONCERN. 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 

BRETHREN :—At the meeting of Joint Synod held in Ft. Wayne, Ind., 
September, 1898, the undersigned was elected as co-manager of the 
Book Concern for the term of two years, beginning June 1, 1899. 

The former manager resigning January 12, 1899, left an unexpired 
term of four and one-half months. To fill this vacancy, the present 
manager was elected. 

The following gives in concise form the condition of the business 
on the 12th of January, 1899, at the time the present management began, 
as well as the standing of the business on June 1, 1900: 


Increase on bills payable, notes and taxes to Jan. 12, 1899... 10,688 95 


$81,730 97 
The debt on notes, bills payable on June 1, 1900, was....... 58,273 90 
Reduction of debt in sixteen and one-half months $23,457 07 


Besides this there were a great many repairs, the two most im- 
portant were the placing of iron pillars instead of wood in two floors. 
This was made necessary by the rottening of the wooden posts ahd 
which caused the building to sink. The next was the repair of the boiler, 
which had been in constant use for seven years and was in bad con- 
dition. The building is now in good shape and with some painting 
each year, so large an amount will not have to be expended at one time. 
The cost was almost $2,000. Counting the interest, which amounted to 
7, 755.85 for the two years, the Concern has made a splendid showing. 
The success is largely due to the Publication Board and the employes of 
the Concern. A few more years at this rate will put the Book Concern 
on a good financial basis. . 

The credit of the Book Concern has been greatly enhanced by the 
prompt payment of bills and the taking of discounts, the latter amount- 
ing to $676.02 from June 1, 1899, to May 31, 1900. 

Our book department has been a constant study in regard to the 
wants of our book trade, with special care to gain new friends. We 
are constantly adding to our large stock of domestic and imported books, 
hoping to cover this field to a large variety of taste. Here we would 
ask the patronage of our members in order to help make this depart- 
ment a mutual success. We will endeavor to give all our patrons prompt 
and reliable service, with prices in accord to the most reasonable. 

We must call attention to our Sunday School class books and Sunday 
School merit cards of the latest designs in both German and English. 
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This splendid array of class books and cards will surely please the 
larger and the little ones. 

During the last year we have succeeded in placing our splendid 
hymn books in a number of congregations. We would be pleased to 
introduce the hymn books in congregations that are not using our pub 
lications. Of course, we have these in German and English. 

Again, if there is any book desired, we would ask to have the 
members of Joint Synod correspond with us and we will guarantee 
prompt and reliable service at the most reasonable prices. 

Great care should be exercised in not publishing too expensive publi— 
cations. Library books, as well as school books with well edited contents, 
can be published at moderate outlay and a great many sold.

It is the aim of the present management to get the Book Concern 
on a good financial basis, and to accomplish this we ask the hearty co- 
operation of every member of Synod. While the single subscription 
does not seem to mean much, the aggregate would help very materially 
to reduce our debt. We would cordially ask Synod to make an effort to 
help us double the subscription list of both the Lutheran Standard and 
Kirchenseitung. 

At the meeting of the Publication Board in April, 1899, it was. 
resolved to place a foreman over the Book Department. To this position 
Rev. D. Simon was appointed. He has been in the Book Department 
since July, 1899. 

In regard to the 20 per cent. of the net profits to be turned over to 
the General Treasury, I beg leave to report that as the institutions were 
promptly paid up, the Book Concern has not complied with the resolu- 
tion. Would it not be well to give the Treasury a Book Concern note 
with 5 per cent. interest annually until such time that it is absolutely 
necessary that the money be paid over? 

Thanking the Synod, and the President, Prof, C. H. L. Schuette. 
and the Publication Board for the confidence and the many courtesies. 
shown, this report is 3 submitted.

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REPORT OF THE EDITORS OF THE 
KIRCHENZEITUNG. 


To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


Although a regular custom up to the year 1880, since then no special 
report of the editors of the Kirchenzeitung has been submitted to Joint 
Synod. If after twenty years the editors return to the former custom, 
the reason for their action will be found in the following necessary. 


EXPLANATION. 


Two years Joint Synod adopted a resolution to enlarge the 
Kirchenseitung to the size of the Standard, although the preliminary 
committee had proposed a diminution of the Standard to the size of the 
Kirchenseitung. The editors fully intended to carry out the resolution 
of Synod when they met in December, 1898, partly to make the neces— 
sary arrangements. But when Mr. F. J. Heer explained to them upon 
questioning, that the enlargement decided upon would increase the ex- 
penditures yearly to the amount of 8500 — the present size admits the 
simultaneous printing of all eight pages, that of the Standard the print- 
ing of only four pages at a time — the editors unanimously agreed to 
postpone the enlargement of the Kirchenzeitung till after the next Joint 
Synod, and in the first place to call attention to the increased expenses, 
with a view of appealing from an insufficiently informed to a better 
informed Synod. The honorable President of Joint Synod gave his con- 
sent to this; the members of the Publication Board were also notified 
of this decision, some by letter, some orally, and the consent of the 
majority obtained. Consequently the enlargement of the Kirchenzeitung 
was not carried out, that it might once more become the subject of 
discussion by your honorable body. 

Yet this is not all that we wish to submit to this honorable Synod. 
There is a second matter that should be settled, namely, the 


RELATION OF THE EDITORS TO THE PUBLICATION BOARD. 


For twenty years, as mentioned above, or since the establishment 
of the Publication Board, no report of the editors has been submitted 
to this honorable Synod. From this it might be judged that certain rights 
and duties of the editors had been transferred by Synod to said Board. 
That probably was or involuntarily became the opinion of former edi- 


tors and of said Board, and until recently also of the present editors. 


Consequently the Publication Board has filled vacancies in the editor- 
ship and from time to time adopted other resolutions pertaining to the 
editing of the paper. Yet search in the minutes of Joint Synod has shown 
that at the establishment of the Book Concern, viz: organization of 
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the Publication Board in 1880, only this was resolved: That the “agent 
of Synod * * * shall attend to the forwarding of our periodicals 
* * * and to the business correspondence relating thereto (vide min- 
utes of 1880, p. 34*).” Also the Constitution of Publication Board under 
Art. VI (duties of agent) contains only this: “6. He shall attend to the 
forwarding of all periodicals * * * likewise conduct the business and 
correspondence relating thereto (minutes of 1892, p. 47) Otherwise 
the Constitution bestows upon said Board no rights and duties at all 
which from the very beginning devolved upon the editors. Likewise 
Synod has never resolved to change thie manner of electing or re-electing the 


editors biennially, nor bestowed the power to fill vacancies upon said 


Board. That this state of affairs, since discovered, gives rise to disagree— 
able entanglements and thus makes precise provisions by Joint Synod nec- 
essary, is obvious. We ask for same earnestly. 

In this commection we call the attention of Synod furthermore to the 


APPLICATION OF THE SURPLUS OF THE “ KIRCHENZEITUNG” TREASURY. 


In 1862 and 1864 Joint Synod resolved pertaining to the surplus in the 
Kirchenzeitung treasury ($294.47, resp. $489.87), to leave application of 
same to the editing committee (vide minutes of 1862, p. 26, and of 
1864, p. 25). But in 1864 (p. 11) it was furthermore resolved to apply 
all future surplus to the salary of the second theological professor, then 
to be called. In reference to this it was reported in 1866 (p. 23) that 
“the largest part of the salary of a professor in the seminary had come 
out of the income of the Kirchenseitung.” Again in 1868 (p. 44) that 
$900 has been applied out of the Kirchengeitung treasury for professor's 
salary. Furthermore 1876 (p. 29) that the treasury of the Kirchenseitung 
had “often been a true friend in need.” And once more in 1878 (p. 28): 
“Payments into the institution treasury to the amount of $2,075.” But 
when in 1880 the Book Concern was established and the forwarding of 
the Kirchenseitung given into its hand, and in 1882 its first report was 


handed in, the same shows that the surplus of the Kirchenzeitung was 


simply counted in with other receipts as surplus and gain of the 
Book Concern, and this has been done annually ever since, although 
Synod has never resolved to apply surplus of Kirchenzeitung otherwise 
than formerly. The expense of printing and forwarding belong to the 
Book Concern by right, but the surplus belongs to the Institution 
treasury. Since this state of affairs has come to our knowledge, we 
cannot otherwise but call the attention of Synod to same and to 
earnestly recommend that the surplus of the Kirchenseitung treasury be 
again applied, as was done before the establishment of the Book Concern. 

Finally a word about 

_ ADVERTISEMENTS. 

That such should be solicited for our church papers, has long been 
desired. Yet when we tried to comply with this desire, it was shown 
how much opinions differ in what is a suitable advertisement for a church 


Referemees are to pages th German Minutes. 
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paper and what not. Even protests came to hand, so that we finally saw 
fit to refuse all advertisements for the present, until Synod has given 
precise instructions concerning this matter. 
Submitting this to your honorable body, we express the wish 
that on all sides more might be done for the circulation of the Kir- 
chenseitung. The present number of subscribers, viz: 5,358, is entirely 
too small and should be doubled.

The report of the Publication Board, two annual finan- 
cial reports of the Lutheran Book Concern, the report of the 
manager of said Concern, the report of the editors of the Kirchen- 
seitung, the Minutes of the publication board for two years, and 
certain requests addressed to Synod by various districts have been 
placed into the hands of your committee as also some items of the 
President’s report, and we respectfully submit the following: 


1. We are happy to note what the president says in regard 
to the success of our Book Concern, and herewith express our 
pleasure at the prosperity which it has enjoyed under the present 
management. (Pres. Rep. C.) 

2. In reference to the committee on text-books we move that 
the president’s action in appointing said committee be ratified, 
that Mr. George Kessel be elected to fill the vacancy caused by 
Mr. Scharnberg’s resignation, and that the committee be called 
upon to report on the work so far accomplished.,(Pres. Rep. E. 3.) 

3. We move that the publication board’s appointment of 
Prof. Pflueger as editor-in-chief or the Standard, vice Pastor 
Simon, resigned, and of Pastor G. T. Cooperrider as associate and 
Home Circle editor, vice Prof. Pflueger, be sanctioned.

12. We move a) that hereafter the editorial staffs of the 
Kirchenseitung and Standard be considered boards independent 
of the publication board, and be vested with power to fill vacan- 


shall act in conjunction with the Gen. President. 
13. We recommend that advertisements in our church 
papers be restricted to those which concern articles which per- 


cies in their membership. In filling such vacancies, however, they 
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tain directly to churck work, and that all copy of advertisements 
be approved by the respective editors before publication. 

14. We move that our publication board be instructed to 
get an estimate of the cost of publishing Luther’s works in an 
English translation, and, in case the cost be not prohibitive, 
proceed to secure subscriptions for said work in order to ascer- 
tain whether it can be published without financial loss. 

15. In regard to Synod’s blanks for parochial reports, we 
recommend a) that the column for pastors’ salaries be omitted,

17. We move that the profits arising from the publication 
of the Kirchenseitung be turned over to the order of the Gen- 
eral Treasury.

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAmeE. 


Items 1 and 2 adopted. The committee mentioned in item 


2 made the following report:

Synod, that after an infor- 
mal meeting, at which no quorum was present, to consider two 
manuscripts for a “fibel,” the judgment of the absent members 
was solicited by correspondence and the majority of votes sent 
in decided the question in favor of a manuscript offered by 
teacher Lorenzen. 

It is the unanimous conviction of the committee, that a 
new “first reader” should be compiled in order to make the 
first part of a series uniform and complete, but no steps have 


et been taken to procure manuscript for such a reader.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


To the Worthy President of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of 
Ohio and Other States: | 
We herewith submit to you the eighth biennial report concerning the 
work of Home Missions, as carried on by our Synod. The unfailing 
goodness of God was upon us during the past two years, so that even 
the wiles of our foes and our own shortcomings had to work for the 
good of our cause. God be praised for His mercy. 


ORGANIZATION, 


The Board met in September, 1898, and organized itself by electing. 
all the former officers. As a rule meetings were held on the second and 
last Monday of each month. 

WORKERS. 


At the beginning of this term we had fifty-six missionaries at 
work. In the course of the twenty-four months, ninety-seven past 
received full or partial support from the mission treasury. To-day oni 
have seventy-two names on our list. This is almost one-fifth of all our 
pastors. 

SELF—SUPPORTING. , 


The following places assumed the full support of their pastors: Tes- 
cott, Kan., Rev. H. W. Adkins; Washington- Barnes, Kans., Rev. E. 
H. Albrecht; Columbus, Ohio, Rev. P. G. Bergener; LeMars, la., Rev.

CHURCHES. 


— ‘goodly number of mission congregations have succeeded with great 
eftorts to build modest chapels. Other places are anxiously waiting for 
help from the building fund. Seyeral congregations borrowed money 
elsewhere in order to pay back their loans into the building fund. This 
should be done by all, if necessary. The board would then be able to 
assist struggling missions in securing a church home. 
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OPPORTU NITIES. 


There are plenty of openings to begin new work. No less than 
fifteen petitions for men are lying on the table. If once we would actually 
look for places, the number of men needed would be multiplied. 


OUR NEEDS. 


We need traveling missionaries. In every district, not excluding 
any of the eastern districts, there should be at least one man at work 
looking up the scattered brethren and bringing them the means of grace. 

We need also candidates endued with a desire to do mission work. 


We need money. A deficit of about $800 must be added to an old debt. 


Besides this our present appropriations exceed $14,000. - 


RESOLUTIONS CARRIED OUT. 


The honorable Synod desired that the English work in Spokane, 
Wash., be again taken up. This has been done. Rev. D. J. O. West- 
heim, formerly belonging to the Norwegian Synod, was called to this 
place. He is meeting with good success. A traveling missionary, Rev. 
J. Oberhammer, for the Minnesota District was also called after long 
delays caused by a lack of money. He is laboring with very good suc- 
cess. His present field is South Dakota. , 


MORE CARE. 


Since all petitions for aid must be seconded by the President of the 
District in which the aid is desired, and since the Districts themselves 
sometimes pass resolutions, pressing them on the board with no little 
vehemence, it might be well to remind these officers and Districts of the 
fact that they should exercise the greatest care possible before they 
insist upon this and that for a certain field. It has happened that mis— 
sions want the same amount of support year after year. They have been 
growing numerically and financially. They have, however, been spending 
all they raise on their own church property. Everything from the church 
to the coal shed must be complete before they think of declaring them- 
selves self-supporting. That is not as it should be and the presidents 
and Districts should not fail to look into such matters. When once a 
mission has what is absolutely necessary, it should consider it a matter 
of honor to assume the full support of its pastor. Otherwise where 
will we land? Either all new petitions must be rejected for several years 
or our old missions must be encouraged to do more for themselves. 
As a rule, no mission should receive aid from the mission treasury 
longer than five or six years. A decided decrease in syaodical support 
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It has long since been the desire of the Board that petitions 
continued support should annually be made by the mission 
tions and not by the missionaries. One of our districts reached 
same convictions and brings its views to the notice of Synod.

MISSIONARY TEACHERS. 


The Dayton Teachers’ Conference asks, through the Board, whether 
it would not be possible, and productive of good, if, under certain cir- 
cumstances parochial school teachers instead of pastors were sent out to 
do mission work. The Mission Board and the Western District favor 
this step. | 

BORROWED MONEY. 


Since there was great danger of losing the church bought by the 
English mission at Chicago, seeing that it was to be sold to meet a mort- 
gage, the Board was forced to borrow $4,100. The congregation pays 
the interest. 

In Washington, D. C., our congregation was refused the church in 
which it was worshipping. This made it necessary to build. The Board 
had long since promised aid, but finding nothing in the treasury, $1,500 
were borrowed.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


MINORITY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


Your committee, appointed to consider the advisability of establishing 
a foreign mission of our own and to gather the necessary information on 
the subject, has endeavored to perform its task by entering into corres- 
pondence with Director von Schwarz of Leipzig and the Rev. G. 
Haccius of Hermannsburg and taken into consideration the question 
as to probable expense, and we desire to report as follows: 

1. We move that Synod proceed step by step to establish a for- 
eign mission of our own in South Africa and that, in doing so, we 
seek the assistance of the Hermannsburg Mission. 

2. As the first step to this end we recommend that we entails to 
find within our own bounds a man who is willing to enter the mission ser- 
vice and well adapted to the work, that he be called and that for a year per- 
haps, in case we could come to a suitable understanding with the 
Directors of the Hermannsburg Mission, he be placed under the direction 
of one of their able missionaries in South Africa. 

3. As the second step we recommend that we request Hermanns- 
burg to point out to us a mission field geographically distinct from its 
own and yet near enough to enable us to cooperate to a certain extent 
and especially to make it possible for a Hermannsburg superintendent 
to exercise some oversight over our mission for a while. 

4. Finally, we move that, whilst our missionary is for the time 
bales to be placed with certain restrictions under the care and over- 
sight of the neighboring superintendent of the Hermannsburg Mission, 
he be made accountable ultimately to a Board of Foreign Missions 
that shall be appointed by Synod. 

Should we establish an independent foreign mission in this manner 
in conjunction with Hermannsburg, we will undoubtedly be obliged to 
depend for some time on Hermannsburg to supply us with native helpers, 
catechists, teachers, etc. In this case we will be under obligations to 
Hermannsburg, and it ought to be taken for granted as a matter of course 
that we will hereafter a'so send to the Hermannsburg Mission all the 
surplus contributions for foreign missions over and above what we may 
need for the support of our own mission. 

And now we lay this important matter before Synod with the con- 
viction that it is worthy of earnest consideration, for the success of an 
independent foreign mission will depend in large measure upon a proper 
and wise beginning. We therefore trust that Synod will take this weighty 
project into prayerful consideration.

MAJORITY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


Your committee, appointed to consider the advisability of starting a 
foreign mission of our own and to gather the necessary information on the 
subject, has endeavored to perform its task by entering into corres- 
pondence with Director von Schwarz of Leipzig-and the Rev. G. Haccius 
of Hermannsburg and taking into consideration the question as to 
probable expense and we desire to report as follows: 


I. In our opinion the time has not yet come for us to establish 
an independent foreign mission. 

2. In order to pave the way, however, for such an undertaking we 
recommend that Synod temporarily take charge of a Hermannsburg 
station, either in India or South Africa (the latter field we prefer), 
so situated that from this point we may proceed to establish an inde- 
pendent work as soon as this may seem advisable. 


3. Forasmuch as the care for a mission station requires men as well 
as money, we express the hope that the Lord may soon direct our atten- 


tion to a man among us whom we may appoint for the mission work in 
the designated field. 


_ 4 Should the second recommendation be carried into effect, it will 
be necessary to elect a Board of Foreign Missions whose duty it would 


be to confer with the Hermannsburg Directors on all matters pertaining 
to the station assumed. 


We bespeak for this very important matter the earnest and prayerful 
consideration of Synod.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 
To the Hon. Joint Synod of Ohio and other States: 


We hereby submit a report of our work for the past two years. Our 
congregation in Baltimore, Md., is still being served by Rev. N. Carter, 
our colored missionary. The following parochial report will give some 
idea of the condition of the congregation. 


Average Church Attendance..... 
Average Sunday School Attendancgge 80 


It has been our. desire to establish a parochial school, but we have not 
yet been able to accomplish this. While we have succeeded in part in 
raising money for the erection of a school building, we have not deemed 
it expedient to undertake the work with what funds we have on hand. 

At the last meeting of Joint Synod, we were limited to $500.00 which 
we find is not sufficient for the purpose. The contributions for the 
running expenses of the mission have not been enough to meet all de- 
mands, and for that reason we had to spend part of the school fund, 
much as we disliked to do so. Moreover, we have determined not to 
run in debt for the school building. We earnestly request Synod to 
give us advice or suggestion in this matter. 

An effort was made to start a Saturday school, but it met with little 
success. A music instructor was then employed for a while to teach 
the congregation our Lutheran melodies, which served to some extent 
in acquainting the members with our hymns and church music. 

An opportunity presented itself for us to start work in Washington, 
D. C. A colored minister and his congregation applied for instructions 
and assistance, but not having the means to support him, we could not 
undertake the work.

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JEWISH MISSIONS. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


BELOVED BRETHREN AND Fatuers: The Lord has blessed us in the 
last two years more than ever before. He gave us more friends among 
His children and a wider door among the Jews. The contributions were 
more liberal than ever and since our expenses are small (about $150.00 
a year for the labor, and the other items for literature, etc., correspond- 
ingly economical) we will be able to close our accounts this time with a 
handsome sum on hand which will come in good stead should we decide 
to enlarge the work. Praise the Lord, oh my soul, and forget not all 
His benefits. 

I. What are our methods? 

Having no missionary of our own who could give his whole time 
and strength to the work and not being able to go after individuals 
which latter work requires not only time and strength, but in most cases 


also shelter where the inquirer could be shielded and furthered we felt 


constrained to lay chief stress upon evangelistic work in the hope that thus 
we might accomplish most with the limited means at our command. 
The means used were 

a) Public preaching of the Word. Not being able to get a large 
audience into any hall and seeing the teeming multitudes in the Jewish 
quarters of the city we were led by Divine Providence to try open air 
preaching. We had already as high as 800-1000 Jews of both sexes to 
listen to the old story of the cross in the language they best understand. 
At first they behaved more like savages, but of late they have been show- 
ing great interest. Last time I preached they held me from 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon until 8 in the evening, listening and asking questions, 
reluctantly parting with the heartiest of wishes for the preacher. Such 
work is very exhausting, but exceedingly precious to the soul of the 
laborer. 

The rich and the cultured are hardly reached by this method. We 
tried therefore to lecture in fashionable churches situated in the midst 


of rich Jewish residents. The Christians extended personal invitations ~ 


to their Jewish neighbors and this time it was not in vain. This depart- 
ment of work is full of promise. . 

b) The aid of the printing press has been enlisted. We get indeed 
a hundred copies a month of the “Berith Au” in Leipzig and 50 copies 
of a quarterly called “Dibre Hayomerii,” but what is that among so 


many? We therefore made a new venture. We issued a number of a 


new periodical half Yiddish and half English and 13,000 copies were 
spread in this and other countries. The setond number was devoted to 
‘Atonement Day, but the typographical work done by a Jewish printer, 
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to whom it was given for mercy and charity’s sake, was such a botch 
that we were ashamed to spread more than 2,000 in the ghetto. Our 
treasury stood very little of the expense of these papers. My tract in 
German entitled Eine Unterredung etc., has been published in 2,000 
copies. One thousand is gone. I wish our pastors would kindly send 
for some that their people may read them themselves and hand them to 
Jews as they have occasion. Our Voung People's Societies could render 
excellent service in this department of missionary work. Will they? 


II. What have we accomplished? If we judged according to our 
senses, we might often lose heart. It is indeed a work that requires 
the love to this people of a Moses, the faith of an Abraham, and the 
patience of a Job. It is preeminently a work of faith. It is preparing 
the way of the Lord in the wilderness. It is sowing on hope. It is 
sowing in tears and has the promise of harvesting in joy. We have 
seen conversions although we cannot look into the heart, but the families 
thus touched moved away, to escape the molestations from their Jewish 
relatives. 

III. What would we recommend to Synod for the future? Our 
Synod would hardly be willing and able to appropriate as much money as 
2 mission of our own, if it is to be conducted properly, would require. 
We would suggest the plan described in the tract “Some Hindrances, 
namely that of calling a missionary and arrange with a congregation 
located in a Jewish community, that they accept this missionary ac their 
pastor's assistant, that that congregation become the center of Jewish. 
missionary operations from which center missionary inspiration may irra- 
diate to other congregations similarly located; the reflex influence of such 
efforts would be an unspeakable blessing. The term of office of the 2 mem 
bers, Rev. G. W. Lose and J. Kiefer, appointed by the General President 
has expired. 

Whether the writer is to remain in his present relation to this work 
is again for Synod to decide. Thanking the brethren heartily for their 
confidence in the past

following items for consideration: 
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A. HOME MISSIONS. 


1. With heartfelt gratitude to God we notice from the 
report of the Board that our Mission work has been greatly 
blessed during the past two years. 

2. We are in full accord with the demand of the Board 
that moneys loaned to congregations from the Building Fund 
should be paid back as soon as possible, even if it be necessary 
to borrow the money elsewhere. Experience teaches that it 
is easier for established congregations to secure loans than for 
newly founded missions. 

When congregations cannot pay back to the Fund money that 
has been borrowed, they should feel in conscience bound to 
submit to the Board the reasons for the delay. 


3. We move that our Board be requested to proceed with 
wisdom and discretion in the opening of new fields. At the 
same time we would have them not to be of little faith, but 
in cheerful confidence to go forward wherever the Lord opens 
a door. 


4. We move that the appointment of traveling mission- 
aries be recommended to thé earnest consideration of the Board. 


5. To secure candidates imbued with a love for the work 
of missions we can give no better counsel than that our Theo- 
logical Seminaries constantly endeavor to plant the true mis- 
sionary spirit in the hearts of all our candidates. 


6. Concerning the contributions for mission work we have 
cause for gratitude to God that for the past two years more 
money has been raised than in former years. Let us now go for- 
ward with renewed faith and zeal. 


8 We are pleased to notice that our Board has been able 


to carry out successfully the resolution of Synod concerning 


the English mission at Spokane, and a traveling missionary for 
the Minnesota District. 
8. Concerning the item “Move leave” p. 76 Off. Rep. we 
are in perfect agreement with the report of the Board.

B. FOREIGN MISSIONS.

BRETHREN :—Two more years have gone, and I have the pleasure 
of submitting to you for your consideration my seventh biennial report. 
During the past term, Synod has been greatly blessed in many ways. 
The financial condition has been greatly improved through the 


Just or 1900. 


On August 18, 1900, the Jubilee Fund showed that about 940,000 
had been subscribed, and of this sum $27,742.48 is already paid in. A 
number of outstanding notes have already been cancelled, and a larger 
number will be paid within the next four months. If the balance of 
what has been subscribed to this fund is paid in we believe that all 
outstanding notes can be cancelled, excepting the different funds of 
Capital University. 

Tue COLLECTIONS. 


If the regular collections for the General Treasury will be kept up 
in the future, so that the current expenses can be regularly met, the 
remainder of the debt can easily be taken care of from the profits of 
the Book Concern in the near future. Strenuous efforts should be made 
to keep the collections up with the appropriations. The collections for 
the General Treasury, of course, have dropped off some this year, 
owing to the special effort made on Jubilee Collection. $41,852.55 was 
received for the General Treasury in the past two years. 


Tue Funps or tHe INstITUTIONs. 


The Scholarship Funds paid in cash to August 18, 1900, amounts to 
$5,000.00; the funds from legacies, to $25,888.28; the Baughman Pro- 
fessorship Fund, to $17,000.00; makifig in all $48,888.28. Besides this 
the Love Farm, in Perry county, has now come into the possession of 


the Orphans’ Home, and is valued at about $6,000.00. Woodville Semi- 


nary has an endowment for the education of poor students, which is 
part of the Kamper Fund of $1,000.00. This does not include the schol- 
arships on which only the interest is paid by the givers each year. 


SALARIES. 


The salaries and current expenses of the various institutions are all 
paid up to September 1, 1900. This is the first time for ten years that 
all the salaries have been paid up to the end of the school year.

and the different 
institutions are cautious to remain within the amount appropriated by 
Synod, the institutions, by careful management within the next three 
or four years, can be free from debt. A great deal of hard work must 
be done to accomplish this, but by the grace of God it can be done. This 
has been the earnest wish of the treasurer ever since he was elected, 
fourteen years ago, that Synod wal give the 
question of finances its careful consideration. 


QUARTERLY STATEMENTS. 


Synod passed a resolution that each institution should send quar- 
terly statements to this Treasury. This has not been done, and the 
treasurer has taken the various amounts sent to the institutions from 
the files of the Kirchenzeitung. It would be well if the resolution was 
carried out. 

Bur_pinc Dest or Orpuans’ Home AND WoopviLie SEMINARY. 

This Treasury has called the attention of Synod to the transfer of 
the building debt of the Orphans’ Home and Woodville, two years ago. 


We believe that these two institutions should be relieved of the burden. 
We call attention to this again, as Synod has paid all other building dehts. 


CONCLUSION.

a) Our worthy president has labored incessantly for the 
_financial welfare of Synod, and it was principally through his 
efforts, that the sum of $26,255.00 in scholarships, bequests, 
and annuities, has been secured. 

b) Be it therefore resolved, that Synod express its hearty 
appreciation of his work. Let iss hope that the good cause may 
be carried to still greater success, and that some day we may 
realize the full returns of these efforts toward placing our chief 
institution of learning and the work of Synod in general on a 
firm financial basis. 

C. The report of the General Treasurer, Mr. F. J. Heer, 
was next taken up. 


ere We are glad to note from this report, made about 
Easter, that the Jubilee Fund at that time reported amounts to 
the handsome sum of $41,832.65 in subscriptions; of which 
$28,271.18 were received in cash up to date of report. Add to 
this amount of money received in cash for the Jubilee collection 
the sum of $18,116.42 received for the General Treasury, and 
we will have the aggregate of $46,387.60 paid in during the 
past year. Add again to this amount the sum of $13,561.74 
in unpaid subscriptions, and we will have the sum total of $59,- 
549.07 raised in the past year. This does not include moneys 
raised by our congregations in the past few months for the 
Jubilee Fund which have not yet been reported. Thus the effort 
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in raising the Jubilee collection has certainly met with en- 
couraging results. 

b) Touching these matters we wish to state, that we 
earnestly recommend, that the good work be continued, in order 
that the full amount of the Jubilee collection, as intended 
at the outset, may be raised as nearly as possible. Especially 
should those congregations be reminded of their duty who have 
hitherto contributed little or nothing to this collection. 

We would call the attention of Synod to the urgent neces-- 
sity of keeping up the regular contributions to the full extent- 


‘of the appropriations granted. $41,852.55 were received for the 


General Treasury in the past two years. 


_ more general way: 


a) We regret the fact, that the resolution adopted by Joint 
Synod two years ago, that 20 per cent. of the net profit of the 
Book Concern be paid into the Institution Treasury, has not 
been complied with; and we recommend that Synod insist on 
the carrying out of this resolution. 

d) We approve of the plan adopted by a number of our 
Districts for the aid of the beneficiary students who are preparing 
for the Gospel ministry and for parochial school work, and we 
recommend that all districts pursue this or some similar plan. 

c) It is a praiseworthy fact, that some of the brethren who 
received beneficiary aid as students have made due remittance 
for the support given them, and it is to be hoped, that others 
will follow their good example. 

d) With reference to the change of our Treasury system, 
as proposed by the worthy president of Joint Synod, namely 
that we should return to the system formerly in vogue, we 
recommend that we retain the present system.

We therefore recommend, that the treasurers of 
the various institutions of our Synod, and also the General 
Treasurer, be instructed to close their books annually on the 
first day. of July, summing their accounts up to that day, in 
order that uniformity in these matters may thus be attained, 
which will greatly facilitate the examination of such reports. 


d) It is gratifying to note that the General Treasurer was 
enabled to forward all moneys appropriated for salaries and

But with the 
present arrangement of our treasury system, it would be im- | 
possible to ask security. | 
On the other hand reference was made to some of the evils 
in our former treasury system. We should be heartily glad that 
we have at last one general treasury and should not return 
again to the old plan, which did not prove feasible. It would 
also be questionable from what source the surplus should flow 


into the liquidation fund. What one institution would have as 


A surplus, would without doubt be used to supply the deficit 


of another. We should be satisfied if in our collections we could 


keep all our institutions on an equality.
